fHE CUSTOMS DIVISION PUBLISHES 
ITS DECISIONS. 

00D EFFECT OF RECENT CRITICISMS—THE 

CHARGE THAT DECISIONS HAVE BEEN 


CORRUPTLY SOLD. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—For the first time 
gm the recollection of the oldest newspaper corre- 
gpondents at the capital, a circular was yester- 
day issued from the Treasury Department con- 
taining a synopsis of the Customs decisions ren- 
dered during the month up to Jan. 12. Hitherto 
these decisions have been withheld from the 
press until the end of each month, when they 
were issued in pamphlet form. The change 
in practice is a good one, and was un- 
doubtedly brought about by the publication 
of paragraphs referring to the secretiveness of 
the Customs division. Secretary Folger, almost 
immediately after the complaint was made, in- 
sisted that the decisions should be made public. 
Attention had long been directed to the way in 
which these decisions were held back, and it was 
potan uncommon thing to hear uncompliment- 
ary assertions made about the management 
of Mr. James, chief of the division. An 
officer of the Treasury Department, in 
talking on the subject, after referring to the 
common report that some importers were be- 
lieved to have superior facilities for getting de- 
cisions in advance, said: “It seems to me that it 
ls about as bad for the Government to havea 
corrupt officer as it is to have an officer who is 
universally suspected of being corrupt.” 

On the same day that the Treasury Department 
began to furnish recent decisions for the press, 
the Washington correspondcnt of a New-York 
evening paper sent a dispatch containing a warm 


defense of the chief of the Customs division, 
which was also intended, apparently, to 
Giscredit the earlier dispatches which led 
to the change in _ practice. This  cor- 
respondent, it is air to state, is 
not only anemploye of the Government, but is 
also a very intimate and favored friend of the 
small setellites who revolve about and occasion- 
plly eclipse the Honorable Secretary of the 
Treasury, and may have felt constrained, as part 
of the Administration, to put in a defense for its 
officers who were his personal and useful friends. 

It is generally conceded that it would be a very 
dificult thine to establish by proof the ugly 
stories about the sale of Customs decisions. An 
ofecer who would sell them would not 
admit the sale. The merchant who 
bought decisions would hesitate to _ expose 
himself to the power of the Customs officers by 
“giving them away.” To prove that a certain 
stock broker, who frequently visits the Treasury 
Department and the Customs division, is an 
agent for the sale of important decisions might 
be an impossible task, but that the opinion is ex- 
oressed that this man is an agent in such traffic 
f known to many. There has never been 
anything like a willingness to furnish informa- 
tion in the Customs divisions about the effect of 
the tariff changes and other subjects, although 
freveral correspondents have repeatedly made ap- 
plication for information. The excuse that the 
decisions were refused because they were sup- 
yosed to be wanted for use by a cliqueof brokers 
* New-York appears strangely like a too zeal- 
ous effort to protect one broker, as there is no 
truth whatever in the assertion that the decisions 
were requested for any such pnrpose as asserted.

PROPOSED RETALIATORY LAWS. 

American pork and beef were the only 
topics of discussion in the open session of the 
Senate to-day. Mr. Anthony called up the reso- 
tution introduced by him a few days ago, in- 
ttructing the Committee on Foreign Relations to 
inquire into the expediency of such legislation 
as shall enable the Executive to protect our in- 
dus*vies against those Governments which have 
prohibited or restrained the importation of 
healthful meats from the United States. Mr. 
Van Wyck had moved to add to the resolution 
the words “except such Goverments whose man- 
ufactured goods or products were previously 
restrained or prohibited from free access 
to our ports.” To-day he withdrew this amend- 
ment, and Senator Logan proposed to modify the 
resolution so as to direct the committee to “ re- 
port to the Senate” the legislation necessary. He 
opened the discussion by declaring that in his 
judgment the proper thing to do was to enact 
zuch legislation as would exclude some articles 
now imported here until our meats were given a 
fair chance abroad. For nearly four years our 
meats had been excluded from the ports of 
France and Germeny when the examination of 
experts had shown that these meats were 
the best produced in any country. The policy 
of the United States had apparently been to 
keep the thing going along, in the hope that by 
persuasion we could induce Germany and’France 
to revoke their prohibition, but four years of 
diplomacy had failed. Gen. Logan believed 
there were times when retaliatory legislation 
was right, and the time had now come, when we 
should say to other countries that while they 
excluded our sound meats, we would exclude 
some of their procucts. Mr. Vest argued 
in favor of organizing a system of rigid 
home inspection of pork and beef as 
en initiatory s ne and thus put beyond 
guestion the healthfulness of the meat when it 
Jeft our port. Then our Government should call 
the attention of France and Germany to their 
unjust acts, and if this did not have the desired 
effect, retaliatory legislation could be hadasa 
Jast resort. Mr. Ingalls remarked that as he un- 
derstood it France and Germany had excluded 
unbealthtul meats, not healthful, and he did not 
gee why we should deprive ourselves of articles 
we required because other nations had 
chosen to deprive themselves of our meats. 
Mr. Ingalls favored an inspection of our 
pork and beef by Government _ officers 
at the manufactories and the ports whence ex- 
ported. After that was done and foreign coun- 
tries informed it would be time to consider re- 
taliatory measures. Until we put ourselves ina 
position to be able to assure France and Ger- 
many that our meats were sound and healthful, 
we could not blame them from taking precau- 
tions we ourselves would take. Senator Logan 
replied that our meats were now excluded 
whether sound or unsound, healthful or un- 
healthful. He did not believe we could 
ssatisfy Germany and France by any sys- 
tem of inspection. Their adulterated wines, he 
Jeclared, had probably produced more disease 
than any fiesh we ever sent them. It was not 
rood policy to say to them that while they re- 
fused our goods, which were sound, we would 
continue to take their gcods, which were not 
good. Mr. Maxey. of Texas, argued that the 
best basis for retaliatory measures would be our 
pwn system of inspection, and then, at the re- 
guest of Mr. Miller, of New-York, the resolution 
went over,and the Senate went into executive

MISSISSIPPI RIVER EXPERIMENTS. 

Much of the time of the House was to- 
aay consumed ina discussion of the bill to ap- 
propriate $1,000,000 to continue work on the Mis- 
sissippi River improvement. Several members 
who have local interests to serve, and who are 
bound in duty to their constituents to advocate 
the consideration of the improvement at any 
cost, and for an indefinite period, spoke in favor 
of the bill. The most impressive and thoughtful 
speech was inade by Mr. Hepburn, of Iowa. 


He is opposed to the undertakin by 
the Government of any scheme of im- 
provement which contemplates the recovery 
of lands for private owners at the expense of the 
whole country,and he showed that not only 
$30,000,000, but even $50,000,000, would not begin 
to construct levees on the Mississippi and its 
tributaries and on the tributaries of the tribu- 
taries,as would be necessary if the levee plan 
were foilowed up and made absolutely protective 
against vhe eenennty recurring floods. Mr. 

epburn’s sgeech was delivered with consider- 
able oratorical power and held the attention 
of the House throughout. Mr. Horr, who was 
20 liberal in his views about rivers and 
harbors in the last Congress, spoke 
with characteristic spirit in favor of the appro- 
priation, and deciared his conviction that the 
experiments recomménded by the Mississippi 
iver Commission should be encouraged and 
continued by liberal appropriations until the 
we'e discovered to be a failure. Mr. Belford, 
who has recently acquired a reputation for being 
ea partner in a very pretty scheme to restore 
Conkling and harmony to the heaving and ex- 
pectant breast of the Republican Party, re- 
newed this proposition, made a few days ago, to 
unlock the Treasury and pour out its accumu- 
lated millions as a relief to the country.

A WOMAN BURNED TO DEATH. 

CHARLESTON, 8. C., Jan. 15.—A Mocking 
story comes from Newberry County concerning 
the death of Laura Kinard, who was found dead 
in the house of her father, Michael Kinard, who 
lives near Prosperity. Kinard is a white man 
about 80 years of age. He isin prosperous cir- 
cumstances, but has associated for years almost 
exclusively with negroes. He is a root doctor 
and is called by the negroes a magician. He has 


been living with a negro woman for many years. 
He had a white daughter, Laura, about 30 years 
old, who had recently come into possession of 
some property. She lived in an out-house in his 
yard. On Tuesday morning last she was found 
lying dead in the fire-place of her house, so 
burned about the face and upper portion of the 
body as to be almost unrecognizable. Her father 
refused to admit any white person to the place, 
and one of the neighbors having his suspicions 
aroused went for the Coroner, who had to enter 
the house by force. He began an inquest, at 
which Drs. McIntosh and Gilder, of Newberry, 
were present. The father said that the evening 
before his daughter had been unwell and that he 
had given hera powder to cure her. He gave 
the ingredients of the powd>r as bayberry, bone- 
set, alder, and skull-cap. The physiciansthough?t 
that there was no indication of poison in the 
powder or in the stomach, but the jury were not 
satisfied, and sen. the stomach to a Charleston 
chemist to have its contents analyzed. They will 
not render their verdict until the analysis is 
made. Upto noon yesterday the father had de- 
clined to allow the body to be buried. 
EERE SEES 
WOOL-GROWERS FOR PROTECTION. 

CotumsBtvs, Ohio, Jan. 15.—The Ohio 
Wool-growers’ State Association met this even- 
ing. Mr. M. J. Lawrence, editor of the Ohio Fur- 
mer, read a paper entitled, ** How Does the Tariff 
Affect the American Farmer?” The paper was 
listened to with marked interest, and the views 
expressed were fully indorsed. It isneedless to say 
that Mr. Lawrence is a strong protectionist. Mr. 


Lawrence was followed by the Hon. Columbus 
Delano, who read a paper upon “ The Growth of 
Wool-growing Since 1850." Mr. Delano showed 
that, until the wool tariff was enacted in 
1867, the farmer found that there was 
no money in raising sheep or improv- 
ing the breed. He = said that, although 
this country was increasing in population and 
territories were rapidly filing up, yet there was 
before 1867 no increase in the number of sheep 
raised. After the tariff had been adopted the 
wool industry gained new life, and the increase 
was not only marvelous but added wealth to the 
State and Nation. Mr. Delano declared that he 
was a protectionist from head to foot, and he 
predicted that any party who adopted free trade 
principles would be buried beyond all possibility 
of resurrection.

ENGULFED IN BURNING OIL 


THE TERRIBLE SITUATION OF A 
PASSENGER TRAIN. 

A RAILWAY CUT FLOODED WITH OIL, 
WHICH TAKES FIRE AND BURNS UP A 
TRAIN AND SEVERAL PERSONS. 

BRADFORD, Penn., Jan. 15.—One of those 
calamities peculiar to the oil regions startled 
the people of Bradford to-day. A passenger 
train on the Bradford, Bordell and Kinzua 

Railroad was totally destroyed by fire. The 

train which was due in this city from 

Wellsville, N. Y., at 10 o'clock this morning 

when within three miles of the city ran intoa 

river of oil which had escaped from a bursted 
tank on the hillside, and running down thesnow, 


| had covered the bed of the railroad track for over 








a half-mile. The grade at that point is 
very steep, and the oil coursed down its 
bank as if it were astream of water. There isa 
sharp curve close by, and before the engineer 
knew it his train was passing over the highly in- 
flammable oil. It ignited from the furnace of 
the engine, and immediately set the entire train 
on fire. Then followed a scene not easily por- 
trayed. 

The train, which was made up of a baggage 
car and ladies’ coach, was filled with passengers. 
So great was the crush that many went into the 
baggage car. The terrible heat from the burn- 


ing river of oil instantly cracked and 
shattered every window in the car. ‘Th 
flames leaped in through the doors, ‘the 
windows, and through the ventilators. The «ar 
wheels splashed tarough the burning oil scattor- 
ing it along the bottom ofthe cars. There were 
seas of flames on al! sides and death seemed to 
sture every passenger in the face. Those nearest 
to the ends of the cars dashed through the doors 
to be met by hissing Hames which, lapping their 
heads, faces and hands, left terrible burns be- 
hind. The high snow banks which lined the road 
and came almost to a level with the car windows, 
afforded the imprisoned passengers a possible 
means of safety. Men, women, and children 
jumped or were forced through the win- 
dows. ‘The majority fell into the snow 
and rolied over and over down the 
steep hiliside. All who were in the baggage 
car escaped with their lives, although several 
were bediy burned. The heat in the engine cab 
was terrible. The engineer, Patrick Sexton, 
could see nothing but flame and smoke ahead of 
him. When the train entered the oil he 
thought it would speedily pass through it with- 
out gieat danger, and he pulled the throttle wide 
open. The burning oil, however, ran faster than 
the engine, and the wood-work of the cab was 
soon in flames. Down the grade, through the 
heat and tlame and smoke, thundered the train. 
Seeing that he could not run through the fiames 
the engineer reversed his engine, and, with his 
fireman, Mike Walsh, jumped into the snow. 
They were terribly burned, but both managed 
to walk to the nearest boarding-house, two miles 
away. The engine and cars were thrown dowa 
the embankment. 

Out of a party of 40 or 50 passengers only 3 lost 
their lives, and they were ladies. 

Mrs. L. C. Fair, of Kinsua Junction, was burned 
beyond recognition. She had been married two 
years. Her husband was in the baggage car and 
was unable to go to her assistance. George Mc- 
Cartney, the train news agent, was badly burned 
in attempting her rescue. Miss Katie Moran, of 
Allens, Penn., was burned to a crisp. She was 
found hanging outside the coach grasping _the 
window-sill. Mrs. Libias Jones, of Rew City, 
was burned to a crisp. Mrs. Connelly, of Rew 
City, who was at one time reported dead, es- 
caped with slight injuries, and was able to go 
home this afternoon. Of the injured,Prof. Faught 
Tarport is not expected to live. Patrick Sexton, 
the engineer, is yon A burned about the face 
and hands. Mike Walsh,the fireman, is horribly 
burned about the face andarms. W. H. Belnap, 
Aiken, jumped from the train and was in- 
jured internally. Jerry Denegan, a brakeman, 
had his hands badly cut. Charles Heidicke, 
the express messenger, was burned abcut 
the hands. Capt. Hoe, of Boston, Mass., was 
burned about the face and head. G.H. Peabody, 
of Rochester, N. Y., was burned about the head 
and face, and his hands were cut. K. BR. Crane, 
of Bradford, was badly burned about the face 
and hands. Mr. Wright, of Rew City, Penn., 
was badly burned about the face and 
head. F. W. Townsend. the conductor, was 
badly burned about the face and _ hands. 
George McCartney, a newsboy, was terribly 
burned about the head and hands and is not ex- 
pected to live. A. N. Carpenter, of Little Gen- 
esee, N. Y., bad his head, face, and left hand 
burned. 

Jerry Haggerty, of Ceres, N. Y., was badly 
burned about the head. Mrs. Black, daughter, 
and son, of Aiken, were burned about the heads 
and hands. Mrs. Black was the most severely 
burned. G. W. Van, wife, and son, of Indian- 
apolis, were seriously burned. The boy _was 
badiy burned about the face and hands. Jobn 
Kofoer, of Aiken, was terribly burned 
about the face and hands. , Se A 
Fletcher, of Bolivar, N. y.. was badly 
burned about the face and head. B.C. Earley, 
of Andover, N. Y., was burned about the face, 
head, and hands. Maud Proctor, aged 10, jumped 
through a window and was uninjured. Mrs. 
Thomas Parker, of Bordell, Penn., threw her 4- 
year-old girl out of the window and followed 
after her and escaped with slight burns and 
bruises. 

Assoon as word reached Bradford of the dis- 
aster a relief train supplied with cots was made 
up and sent to the scene of the wreck. President 
Carter was on board with a full corps of surgeons 
and rendered all the relief possible. 

John Burke, of Dunkirk, N. Y., with his sister, 
was on the train. His account of the disaster is 
as follows: “The train wasrunning at the rate of 
15 miles an hour. Suddenly the car became 
dark. Jets and tongues of fiames leaped 
upon the sides and through the ven- 
tilators of the car. The lass cracked 
with a snap and the neat became 
unendurable. [ knew at once that we 
were passing through an oil fire. Turning to 
my sister Mary I said,‘ We are passing through 
an oil fire; be quiet, 1t willsoon be over.’ Peo- 
ple began to jump through the windows. 
On all sides were heard the crashing of 
the glass and the deafening roar of the 
flames. It seemed = as if we were 
all doomed to burn to death. The situation was 
terrible. Women and children were picked up 
by strong hands and bodily thrown through the 
windows. They fared better than the few who 
dashed through the doors into the ocean of flames 
which surged to and fro like huge waves upon the 
bed of the road. Those who jumped from tne 
windows landed in great drifts of snow while 
those who went through the doors had their 
hands, faces, and clothing badly burned. I 
started down the aisle of the car, but the heat 
was so awtul that it made my head swim. It 
was impossible to move. The car swayed to and 
fro likea = ina heavy sea. The windows of- 
fered the only means of en and I told Mary 
that we must jump through the window. I 
arranged her cloak about her head, picked her 
up bodily, and mustering all my strength, 
dashed her head foremost through the 
window. I then picked up a little girl who 
was crying and threw her out of the same 
window. And then I made the jump of 
my life, landing in a snow-drift. My mustache 
and my hair were only slightly singed. My sister 
rolled down the bank, but escaped without a 
scratch. The only wonder to me is that any of 
the passengers escaped with their lives. 

LB. C. Farley, of Andover, N. Y., said to a TIMES 
correspondent that when the train ran into the 
burning oi] the air became thick and hot. The 
coach swayed to and fro, the windows 
cracked, and the car was instantly filled with 
heat and flame. It was such a_ fiery 
breath that it seemed that all must perish. He 
jumped from the rear platform and fell on his 
face in the snow. It was simply impossible for 
him to render any assistance whatever to others. 
It was every man for himself. 

George McCartney, the newsboy, had a terrible 
experience. He was frightfully burned about 
the face and head. The fiesh was burned from 
his hands. He was near the end of the car and 
jumped from the platform, landing ina pool of 
tiery oil, where he received his injuries which 
A prove fatal. 3 

The remains of the victims were brought to 
this city and placed in the Morgue. This is the 
first accident in the history of the Bradford, Bor- 
dell and Kinsua Railway Company. No blame is 
attached to the officials, as the disaster was clearly 
unforeseen.

MRS. STONE’S BEQUESTS. 


LARGE SUMS LEFT TO EDUCATIONAL AND 
OTHER INSTITUTIONS. 


Boston, Jan. 15.—Mrs. Valeria G. Stone, 
who died in Malden, a suburb of Boston, to-day, 
was one of the foremost among public bene- 
factors. She gave for public purposes 
nearly $2,000,000. She received the prop- 
erty from her husband, the late Daniel 
P. Stone, once a Boston dry goods jobbing mer- 
chant, who died also in Malden, in 1878, at the 
age of 80. Mr. Stone retired from business in 


1850. It was agreed between the husband and wife, 
before the former's death, that the property 
should be_ distributed among ucation- 
al, charitable. or benevolent institutions, 
causes, or objects. After the payment of the 
bequests provided for in her husband's will, Mrs. 
Stone placed the bulk of the property in the 
hands of three Trustees, the Rev. Dr. W. H. Wil- 
cox, Philip S. Page, the junior partner in Mr. 
Stone’s firm. and Isaac M. Cutler. These Trus- 
tees, however, were only custodians and advisers, 
Mrs. Stone retaining full control and equal own- 
ership. The several beneficiaries accordingly 
were selected by her.

A GEORGIA MURDER MYSTERY. 


A WHITE BOY SHOOTS A MULATTO GIRL AN 
COMMITS SUICIDE, 

GRIFFIN, Ga., Jan. 15.—The killing of a 
colored girl named Hood, and the suicide of her 
murderer, develop features which do not warrant 
the claim made by the friends of the dead man 
that he was out of his mind. Brewster McWil- 
liams, 16 years old, a wild young fellow who had 
been allowed from his earliest boyhood the free 


use of fire-arms, was the son of R. P. McWilliams, 
a prominent citizen. He had been out hunting 
in the afternoon, and returning, had sent his gun 
home by a boy. When a short distance away 
from his father’s house he stopped a moment and 
caqnesd in conversation with a young mulatto 
girl. A negro woman, who passed through a gate 
near which they were standing, heard the crack 
ot a pistol and saw the girl fall, and saw Brew- 
ster immediately put the pistol to his head and 
shoot himself. The girl died almost instantly, 
but the boy was taken home and lived an 
hour, althovgh he was unconscious to the last. 
The ball went into one side of his head 
close to the ear and out on the otherside. The 
shots were fired from a Smith & Wesson revol- 
ver, which had only three cartridges in it at 
the time, one being found in it afterward. 
Whether he quarreled with the girl and 
shot her on the impulse of the moment, 
and with swift reflection killed himself to 
avoid the consequences of his rash act, or 
whether he was playing with the pistol and shot 
her accidentally, and, filled with anguish, shot 
himself as soon as he saw what he had done, will 
probably never be known. 


LOSSES BY FIRE.

WINSLOW SETTING FORTH 
ITS GOOD CONDITION. 

ANSWER TO THE STATEMENTS OF MR. 
VANDERBILT—THE CONSTRUCTION COM- 
PANY AND THE RAILROAD DIRECTORY. 


A majority of the Directors of the West 
Shore Railroad Company are also Directors of 
the North River Construction Company. Since 
the appointment of a Receiver for the last named 
corporation the holders of the railroad company’s 
securities have expressed much, dissatisfaction. 
Both stock and bond holders of ‘he West Shore 
have been demanding that the North River Con- 
struction Company Directors resign their posi- 
tions as Directors of the railroad company and 
avoid the anomaly of having asolvent corpora- 
tion in control of the officers of an insolvent one. 
In case this action is taken, it is urged that the 
railroad company will be placed in a position to 
attend to its own proper business and not be 
hampered or impeded by officers who are mainly 
interested in relieving themselves of their embar- 
rassments. 

The amount loaned upon the terminal proper- 
ties of the West Shore and Ontario Terminal 
Company is $5,500,000. This was taken up and 
divided among the following trust companies, 
banks, and other moneyed institutions: United 
States Trust Company, Winslow, Lanier & Co., 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of New-York, 
Manhattan Company, Equitable Life Assurance 
Society, Mutual Benefit Life Insurance Company 
of Newark, Third National Bank, J. B. Colgate 
& Co., First National Bank, United States Na- 
tional Bank, Woerishoffer & Co., Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., Central Trust Company, Continental Na- 
tional Bank, James D. Fish. J. & W. Seligman 
& Co., Metropolitan Trust Company, and the Al- 
bany State Bank. 

The interview with Mr. W. H. Vanderbilt in 
THE TIMES concerning the West Shore's property 
and prospects was criticised yesterday by Gen. 
Edward F. Winslow, the President of the Con- 
struction Company, which built and owns the 
controlling interest in the WestShore. Speaking 
of the interview, he said: 

“1 was principally struck with the similarity 
between what is said there and that gentleman's 
utterances during the time he was trying to get 
possession of the Nickel Plate Road and on other 
notable occasions.” : 

“ Has he stated the facts in regard to the North 
River Construction Company and the West Shore 
Railway Company ?”’ 

“If he is correctly reported, the statements 
area tissue of the grossest misrepresentations 
that could be uttered regarding a railway prop- 
erty. Mr. Vanderbilt stutes that the New-York 
Central has one bond of $40,000,000, and an ex- 
tension of an old issue of $12,000,000. In insti- 
tuting a comparison, he neglects to state that 
the interest upon more than half of the New- 
York Central's bonds is7 per cent., while on the 
West Shore securities the interest is but 5 per 
cent. He also omits the fact that the New-York 
Central pays nearly $2,000,000 annual rentals, 
which is a fixed charge, and which, if capital- 
ived at 5 per cent., would represent an 
additional indebtedness of $40,000,000. He 
makes no mention of the floating debt 
of the New-York Central Company. Anoth- 
er reckless statement is the one that the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society has loaned 
$6,000,000 upon first mortgage bonds of the Ter- 
minal Company. This demands the most em- 
phatic denial. The West Shore and Ontario 
rerminal Company 1s a corporation entirely dis- 
tinct from the two railway companies. but its 
capital stock is owned by the West Shore and 
the New-York, Ontario and Western separately, 
but equally. lsee Mr. Vanderbilt utters a _pre- 
tended belief that the West Shore Road was built 
forthe purpose of forcing the New-York Cen- 
tral Company to buy it. The complete answer 
to this is the fact that it has never been offered 
for sale to him or to any company with which he 
is connected, or to any other parties, and I hope, 
for the interests of the mercantile community of 
New-York State, that it never will be. ‘The 
West Shore Road was built as a channel for 
commerce between New-York City and the great

lakes, the well-defined termini fora great railway.’ 


If there were no other cause, the exactions of the 
New-York Central had made this necessary for 
the business community, and the citizens of New- 
York City alone have furnished almost the entire 
amount of money to complete it. While their 
object has been to profit in the end 7 their in- 
vestments, the amount would doubtless never 
have been subscribed if it had not been for the 
relief sought by the shipping public from the 
dangerous coercive power of the principal ex- 
isting railway in the State. If this road had been 
built to sell, it would have been constructed in 
the cheapest and most unsubstantial manner. 
The fact that it has spent more money than was 
originally contemplated, that it has given a new 
channel to thecommerce of New-York City by 
means of a railway first class in every respect, 
both as to roadway and equipment, the absolute 
superiority of which is everywhere admitted, is 
the best assurance that the intention of its pro- 
jectors was to maintain its independence and rest 
in the hope vhat the liberal expenditures in con- 
struction would produce a correspondingly low 
cost of operating.” 

“A gentleman is naturally loath,” continued 
Gen. Winslow, “to institute unpleasant com- 
parisons, but I cannot allow the grossly unjust 
statements made to go uncontradicted, although 
the motive for those statements is very apparent 
by reading between the lines of Mr. Vanderbilt's 
interview. The West Shore Road has grades 
only about one-fourth as great as those of the 
New-York Central; 80 per cent. of the road is a 
straight line, its double tracks are placed two 
feet wider apart than those of the Central Road, 
and have the advantage of being well bailasted; 
they are equipped with the Wharton safety 
switch, which leaves the entire main line un- 
broken and avoids all jolting trom the crossing 
of old-fashioned switches; its fastenings which 
secure the joints of the rails are much longer and 
heavier than those of the Central Road; its 
bridges are nearly 50 per cent. heavier, and its 
treight cars have a capacity of 25 tons, while 
most of the Central cars are those of the kind 
formerly built, averaging, perhaps, not more 
than 15 tonsin capacity. ‘The passenger engines 
are provided with efiicient spark arresters and 
burn hard coal,which is{more ex pensive,but which 
is due to the traveling public. ‘Che West Shore 
Koad on account of these advantages in its 
physical character can haul with its heavy con- 
solidation engines about 70 cars, averaging, say, 
aload of 20 tons percar. It isa fact well known 
to all railroad men that the Central Road hauls 
habitually 38 cars in its freight trains, averaging, 
say, not over 15 tons percar. This would show 
that the West Shore Road can carry nearly two 
and a half times more freight per train than 
the New-York Central. The advantage of this is 
munifest. The shorter distance from New-York 
to Buffalo by 17 miles increases the economy. It 
is unnecessary for meto draw a comparison be- 
tween the station buildings and the passenger 
equipment of the two roads as this community is 
too tamiiiar with that subject. There are as many 
side tracks on the West Shore Road between here 
and Albany as on the New-York Central for the 
same distance, and the western divisions of the 
road will be as well provided. The connections 
at Jersey City with various roads, and the con- 
venience of the ferries to New-York with the 
down-town landings and the connection with 
Brooklyn by the annex boat, offset in great 
measure the advantages of the location of the 
Central Road in New-York City.” 

“Mr. Vanderbilt states that the West Shore 
Road must earn $11,000,000 gross to meet its fixed 
charges.”’ 

* As the fixed charges of the West Shore, with 
its leases and terminals, will not exceed $3,000,000, 
any one familiar with railways can see the reck- 
lessness of such a statement.” 

“*How about the statement that Mr. Vander- 
bilt sold 40 miles of the road from Athens to 
Schenectady to the Construction Company for 
$400,000, and that it turned this over to the rail- 
way company for $100,000 a mile, and that it has 
grades of 80 to #0 feet to the mile?” 

“This is in entire keeping with the truth of the 
other statements. This road was purchased for 
$400,000. for which was received little more than 
the right of way and other real estate, the ad- 
vantage of not having to cross this line twice, 
and tne value of the material and of some of the 
masonry of the bridges. The West Shore Road 
was built partly on this line and partly a distance 
from it. The curves were straightened and the 
grades reduced to the standard, not to exceed 20 
teet to the mile coming east or 30 going west. Of 
course new bridges were required, not only be- 
cause the New-York Central bridges were for 
single track, but on account of their lightness 
and inability to carry West Shore trains; so that 
an entirely new road was built there, and for 
this the Construction ey ya! received the pro 
rata amount of stock and bonds provided in its 
contract. As to the the statement about the 
90-io0t grade to the mile, the old Athens road 
had a grade aperoxmeting that as it mses from 
the Hudson River at Athens up to the hill coun- 
try. At this point our road is a mile and 
a half west from the Hudson Kiver. No por- 
tion of this 9-foot grade is. used for the 
main line of the West Shore Railway. Mr. Van- 
derbilt has so accurate a knewledge of the loca- 
tion of the West Shore Road that he seems to 
think that we have climbed that hill from the 
river at Athens. He doubtless hoped when he 
solid us the Athens Road that we would commit 
that folly. We have not done so, however. We 
turn away from the river at about Krum Elbow, 
and so by light grades we find ourselves in the 
Mohawk Vulley, avoiding the difficulties which 
eae Van voy nae Pints oO and i pe 

ou trusted would prevent us from bu 
4ng the road that we have, Had he known thas ¥ 


we would not climb the hill at Athens, he probe. 
bly would not have sold us the road which he did 
at a price we considered at the time we obtained 
it, and do now, a very great bargain. The Con- 
struction Company has not made one penny of 
profit by any sale of the Wallkill Valley Road.” 

* What as to the statement that the road is not 
half done?” 

“It is well known that the road is substantially 
finished, except that between Syracuse and But- 
falo, a distance of 147 miles, there is still 75 miles 
of the second track to be laid and ballasted. This 
is not all in one stretch, but there are portions of 
double track on each side of the principal towns, 
with cross-overs, which gives the road perfect 
facilities for handling all business. The second 
track on this portion is ded, the bridges all 
done, the cross ties are delivered, and nothing re- 
mains when the Spring weather comes but to lay 
down the rails and ballast this track.” 

‘**Did you or your friends in the management 
ever tell persons to buy Construction stock, assur- 
ing them that it would go to 175?” 

*“ Myself and friends are among the largest 
holders of that stock now. Of course we never 
believed matters wouid assume the present shape 
as to this great enterprise. I never advised buy- 
ing this or any other stock.” se 

* What is your opinion of the remark intimat- 
ing that the public will condemn those who have 
induced people to put $50,000,000 to $60,000,000 in- 
to this railway?” 

“Tam glad to see that this gentleman is awak- 
ening to a proper appreciation of the public. 
His emphatic language in condemnation of the 

ublic has become proverbial in the public press, 

he projectors of the West Shore Road did not 
undertake the enterprise for the express seupere 
of pleasing Mr. Vanderbilt, and it is not likely 
that any efforts on their part _in that direction 
would have been successful. The people of this 
City have had the courage to construct 
another railway through the State of New- 
York, which was necessary for the _ re- 
lief of this business community, and the enmity 
of Mr. Vanderbilt and the exercise of his power 
and money were not lost sight of as a possible 
factor in the problem. They subscribed their 
money liberally. The expenditure of more 
money than originally estimated in the construc- 
tion and equipment of the road has brought it to 
astate of perfection which makes it as a _com- 
petitor more able to command respect and hold 
its own against any machinations of its rivals. 
If the power of monopoly in this State is suffi- 
cient to cripple this enterprise, its most prom- 
inent original projectors will be the heaviest 
losers, as their interests are large, and I can say 
emphatically that they have not parted with 
these interests, but hold their original securities 
both in the Construction Company and in the 
railway company, and have the largest pecuni- 
ary as well as personal interests in working out 
a successful consummation of the enterprise.”

SWINDLED BY AN ITALIAN. 


CONFIDENCE SCHEME SUCCESSFULLY PLAYED 
UPON NEW-YORKERS. 

BALTIMORE, Jan. 15.—A bogus coloniza- 
tion scheme, concocted in New-York,was exposed 
here to-day, and the originator of it is now in 
jail awaiting trial on the charge of obtaining 
money under false pretenses. The man is an 
Itahan, Romulus A. Bonhomum, of fine address. 
and fully 55 years of age. The charge against 
him is obtaining $62 50 from A. Bickerey, a 
Frenchman,by fraud. Bonhomum met Bickerey in 
New-York and represented himseif as the agent 
of a North Carolina colonization society. Bick- 
erey fell an easy victim, as did also a number of 
others in New-York, whose names are unknown. 
Lonhomum, after gainingzthe confidence of his 
victim, would pre ent an agreement to furnish 
the purchaser 25 acres of land at $5 per acre, with 
farming implements and a house tolivein. The 
products raised on the farm were to be shipped to 
New-York by the association, and sold there on 
the market, the money for the same to be re- 
funded to the colonizer. Bickerey signed the 
agreement, paid half of the amount due on 
the land, &c., $6250, and agreed to pay 
the other half in four months. Bon- 
homum, to cover up all suspicion of fraud, 
on his part requested all his victims to meet at 
the station on Saturday last, and be ready to go 
to North Carolina and take possession of their 
lands and future home.

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HE WANTS HIS MARRIAGE ANNULLED. | 


ATLANTA, Ga., Jan. 15.—A curious suit in 
equity has been brought in this county by Thomas 
King in order to establish the status of his wife 
and children. Mrs. King when a young girl was 
married in Montgomery, Ala., in 1860, and her 
young husband went immediately to the front as 
asoldier. It was reported that he was killed in 
the first battle of Bull Run. In 1865, believing 
that her husband was dead, she married Thomus 
King. The couple moved to La Grange, Ga., 
where they lived happily until last year, three 
children being born to them, aged respectively 
17, 15, and 13 years.

reat tenor, who wrote me a long letter about 
iim. The fellow, however, sang only a short 
time in Italy, and when I went to look for him 
he was gone. When I arrived here in the Fall’ 
one of my earliest social engagements was to dine 
with Admiral Cooper and a number of his offi-, 
cers.

THE ONTARIO AND WESTERN 
DRAGGED INTO THE COURTS. 
TREASURER JORDAN'S EMPHATIC PROTEST 
AGAINST OFFICERS OF THE CONSTRUO- 
TION COMPANY BEING LN CONTROL OF 
THE RAILROAD’S AFFAIRS. 

An application for the appointment of a 
Receiver for the New-York, Ontario and Western 
Raiiroad was made inthe United States Circuit 
Court yesterday morning by John R. Dos Passos, 
as attorney for Richard H. Chipman & Co., coal- 
fleaiers. of this City. An unpaid coal bill of $20,- 
000 was the cause of the application, The On- 
tario and Western, being now a part of the New- 
York, West Shore and Buffaio Railroad, and hav- 
ing close relations with the North River Con- 
struction Company, the news of the court pro- 
ceedings naturally excited great interest in Wall- 
street. This interest was increased by the ex- 
traordinary attitude suddenly assumed by Con- 
rad N. Jordan toward the controlling authorities 
of the Ontario and Western, of which he is a 
Director and Treasurer. Mr. Jordan’s dissatis- 
faction with the management of that company’s 
affairs took definite form yesterday. 

Ex-Judge Ashbel Green, Receiver of the North 
River Construction Company, was sitting in 
President Winslow's office conversing with a 
lawyer when Mr. Jordan called tosee him. The 
last named gentleman said that he had come asa 


matter of formality to read some letters to Mr. 

Green. “ Very well,” replied the Receiver, “* but 

lam very busy just now and will hear you by 

and by.” 

“ But [ want you to hear me now,” insisted Mr. 
Jordaa. 

“ Excuse me, I cannot hear you now,” said 
Mr. Green, resuming his conversation with the 
lawyer. 

Mr. Jordan, however, opened his documents 
and began to read, Receiver Green again told 
him that he could not listen, but as the reader: 
persisted, Mr. Green left the room. Mr. Jordan 
Went on reading until the lawyer, who was the 
only other occupant of the office, said: “1am 
not interested in this; you must excuse me,” and 
also took bis departure. 2 

“Then,” said Mr. Jordanin describing the in- 
cident subsequently, “ 1 read my letters to the 
table and the chairs. and Jeft copies of them for 
Judge Green, together with a message that I 
would wait in my office until 12 o'clock, noon, 
for an answer.” 

Receiver Green apparently took no notice of 
either the letters or the message, and Mr. Jordan 
sent the following note to President A. 8. Hatch, 
of the Stock Exchange, with the request that it 
be read to the members of the Exchange: 

To the Trustees of the preferred stockholders of the New- 
York. Ontario and Western Railroad Company heid 
as per agreement: 

GENTLEMEN: I hereby notify you not to give your 
roxies or vote to perpetuate the present Board of 
directors of the New-York, Un'ario aud Western Rail- 
roud Company, sv far as they are elected by vote, with- 
Out personal attendance at such meeting und eae due 
examination of the affairs of that coupany. And! 
further notify you that I, usa holder of the preferred 
stock represented by you, und such other persons as 
muy be represented by me, will Lo d you versonaliy re- 
sponsible for any action taken in this matter which 
shal) result in any damuge or luss tu myself or w those 
whom I represent, or tu the company of which I am 
Treasurer. CONRAD N. JORDAN, 
Treasurer New-York, Ontario and Western Ra:lroad. 

President Hatch read the letter from the ros- 
trum, and it was received with expressions of 
surprise and curiosity. ‘The meeting of_ the 
stockholders of the Ontario and Western Com- 
pany is to be held to-day,and Mr. Jordan says 
that he wil! attend and mukesome startling state- 
ments concerning the financia! management of 
the road. In the letters which he attempted to 
read to Receiver Green he demanded that Gen. 
E. F. Winslow should cither resign as President 
of the North River Construction Company or 
give up the Presidency of the Gntario and West- | 
ern; also, that Vice-President Theodore Hous- | 
ton should either resign that position or retire 
from the Vice-Presidency of the West Shore 
Road. Mr. Jordan declared that where men tried 
to serve two corporations in important capaci- 
ties they could not duo justioe toeither. He fur- 
thermore demanded that Gen. Winslow should 
surrender to ex-Judge Green the Ontario and 
Western proxies held by him, and that a board of 
Directors should be selected such as Judge Green 
and Mr. Jordan might agree upon. 

Treasurer Jordan, who was evidently very 
much in earnest and somewhat excited, talked 
freely to cailers. He said that while he believed 
the New-York, Ontario and Western Road to be 
perfectly solvent, it had been gotten into bad 
shape through Gen. Winslow's management. 
The company, he said, owed for current supplies 
and for coal, and had also been indebted to some 
of its employes since last August. He declared 
that the atfairs of the company had been mixed 
up altogether too much with the affairs of the 
North River Construction Company, and that | 
official transactions of great importance to 
the Ontario and Western had been carried on 
without his knowledge or consent as a_ Di- 
rector. Furthermore, his duties and authority as 
Treasurer had been abridged. Assistant Treas- 
urer J. L. Nisbet had been acting independentiy 
of him, with instructions, as he believed, not to 
obey any orders except those those of Gen. Win- 
slow or Vice-President Houston. Mr. Jordan | 
explained that when the Ontario and Western 
Road (which was originally the New-York and 
Oswego Midland, running trom Oswego to Mid- 
dletown, N. Y.,) was united with the West Shore 
system, it had $10,000.04, all ut which he believed 
had been used up without yielding any adequate | 
benetit to the property. Mr. Jordan was Presi- 
dent of the company before the consolidation. 
*“ What I want,” said he, “is a2 change of man- 
agement anda board of Directors that will look 
aiter the interests of the Ontario and Western 
and not of other corporations.” Mr. Jordan in- 
sisted that Vice-President Houston was also the 
acting President of the West Shore, and that 
Gen. Porter had peremptorily declined a re-elect- 
tion to the latter position. 

Gen. Winslow and Vice-President Houston said 
that they had no comments to make on Mr. Jor- | 
dan’s action, further than that he had become 
dissatisfied at something and had chosen to take 
astand against the company. Gen. Winslow said 
that it was for the stockholders of the company 
to determine whether he should continue to fill 
the office of President or not. Hesaid that he 
was satisfied that Mr. Jordan had nothifir to do 
with the application for a Receiver for the On- 
tario and Western. He did not anticipate much 
trouble from the latter movement, as the com- 

1y was able to pay all of its obligations.

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THE LEHIGH VALLEY REPORT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 15.—The stockhold- 
ers of the Lehigh Valley Railroad Company held 
their annual meeting this afternoon, Joseph 
Wharton presiding. The annual report states 
that the coal tonnage of the company for the 
fiscal year ended Nov. 30 was 6,592,646 tons, of 
which 6,527,912 tons were anthracite and 64,734 
tons were bituminous. The income from all 
sources for the year was $11,310,171, and the op- 
erating expenses $6,175,656, leaving the net earn- 
ings $5,134,515, of which, after deducting inter- 
est, dividends, and general expenses, the balance 
on hand ts $122,504. 

The report mentions the consummation of the 
agreement for the purchase of $300,000 of the first 
mortgage bonds of the Southern Central Rail- 
road Company of New-York to enabie it to 
make further improvements, and that the earn- 
ings of the Geneva, Ithaca, and Sayre Railroad 
Company were last year for the first time in_its 
history sufficient to meet the expenses. The 
enlargement of the service of steam vessels in 
the lake service is referred to as necessary, and 
it is stated that extensive improvements 
are being made by the company at Amboy. 
Referring to the recent issue of — stoek 
the report says: “Since the last issue of stock 
made at par among the stockholders in May, 
1875, both the mileage of the company and its 
equipment have becn increased more than 50 per 
cent., ang large investments have been mace, of 
great importance to our business, In Buffalo and 
at other places as before referred to.

FIGHTING-FOR EMIGRANT TRAFFIC. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 15.—The present indica- 
tioms are that the coming season will witness a 
vigorous war for emigrants between Manitoba 
and Dakota, as a result of which the Canadian 
Pacific will be pitted in a _ pitched battle 
against the roads on this side of the 
line. It has been known for some time that 


many emigrants have been leaving Manitoba, 
and every day one or more of the disgusted set- 
tlers appears in Chicago, disgusted with 
that particular part of the Dominion of 
Canada. Hitherto, the North-western roads on 
the side of the line have done the bulk of the 
Manitoba business, and have therefore allowed 
matters to go without special effort in behalf of 
the home fields tor emigration.

The regular 
rate by the roads on this side of the line is $31 50. 
A meeting was held here to-day, but no re- 
sult could be reached. The North-west- 
ern roads now threaten that unless 
the Canadian Pacific restores rates they 
will announce similar figures to equidistant 
points in Dakota and Montana. The Dakota 
emigration agents do not propose to be outbid 
by those in Manitoba, andthe Northern Pacitic 
is said to be ready to meet any move by the 
Canadian Pacific.

IN SEARCH OF CORRUPTION 


AND EXPECTING TO FIND IT IN 
MR. THOMPSON'S DEPARTMENT. 
SPEAKER SHEARD AUTHORIZED TO APPOINT 
A SPECIAL “OMMITTEE OF INVESTIGA- 

TION TO VISIT NEW-YORK, 

ALBANY, Jan. 15.—The Assembiy spent 
the session to-day in discussing Mr. House’s reso- 
lution to investigate the public departments of 
New-York, and, after amending it, passed it by 
an almost unanimous vote, Democratsand Re- 
publicans alike being recorded in favor of its 
passage. In order to havea full interchange of 
opinion upon investigations in general and this 
one in particular, Mr. Howe moved an amend- 
ment providing that arrangements be made 
for joint sessions of the Assembly and 
Cities Committees in their work of investigation. 
This was opposed by Gen. Husted, who said 
that there was no power in the House to bring 
about such concerted action. A joint resolution 
of both branches of the Legislature would be ne- 
cessary to accomplish this. Besides, there was 
ample scope for three or four investigating com- 
mittees if what the press said was true about 
the New-York departments. He instanced 
the investigation of the canal frauds in 
1875, and upon which two bodies, a com- 
mission appointed by law and a joint com- 
mittee of the two legislative houses, both labored 
with the best of results. He had no doubt that 


the head of the Public Works Department would 
be most anxious to have the charges against him 
investigated. Mr. Howe accepted the suggestion 
thrown out by porsee for a resolution to be 
adopted by both houses directing the two Cities 
Committees to act in unison. This, however, he 
subsequently withdrew. 

Mr. Roosevelt called attention to the composi- 
tion of the necessary committee. He thought it 
should be a small committee, which wouid be 
wieldy, and whose expenses would be compara- 
tively light. He insisted that the most rigid 
economy should beentorced in the matter of 
committee expenses, pointing out the abuses 
which had created so much scandal in the history 
ot other investigating committees. If the Cities 
Committee was to be agreed upon, then a sub- 
committee of its members should be selected who 
should agree to meet on Saturdays and Mondays 
in New-York and devote the balance of the week 
to its laborious legislative duties. There were 
serious objections to a joint committee doing the 
work because of the jealousies or conflicts of 
opinion which would naturally arise. 

Mr. Littlejohn vigorously declared that at least 
one-half of the many ae committees 
which he had seen appointed in his time had 
failed to secure any —— results. They had 
pense a disgrace to themselves and to the Legis- 
ature which appointed them. This question 
was not to be approached in a partisan spirit, but 
with the interests of honest government strictly 
at heart. He opposed the selection of a standing 
committee of the House because he desired a 
short session, and no standing committee could 
make a thorough ete gene attend to its 
regular duties as well, and make a report which 
would be at all conclusive. He favored a special 
committee, and moved that such a committee of 
five be appointed by the Speaker, upon whom 
should the responsibility ofan excellent selection 
be placed. 

Gen. Husted disagreed with Mr. Littlejohn. 
“Only let the bars down,” said he, “and it will 
be nothing but special committees and select 
committees till the end of the session." The 
General glowingly described the excellencies of 
the Cities Committee and its Chairman. Good 
humor prevailed. “ Besides,” he asked, ** would 
not the Speaker weaken the House by the with- 
drawal of, say, five of its brightest members ? 
Wouldn't it be far better to allow a sub-commit- 
tee of the Cities Committee to do the work?” 

“Oh!” exclaimed Mr. Littlejohn. “I’ve great 
confidence in the ability of this House, even after 
any three or five men are withdrawn from it.” 

* Why, my dear Sir,” returned the General, in 
well-atfected surprise, “the withdrawal of a sin- 
gle member would be felt throughout the length 
and breadth of the House.” 

Mr. Hurt, of Jefferson, suggested that the in- 
vestigation by the special Grand Jury and by the 
Senate also made unnecessary a third investigat- 
ing body. 

Mr. Shoemaker, who was a member of the 
House in 1863. urged the House to select a com- 
mittee which should go to the bottom of the al- 
leged frauds. William B. Astor and other New- 
York gentlemen came to Albany 20 years ago to 
complain of the corruption in the management 
of New-York’s affairs. They were listened to, 
and he believedthat the results of the work of 

ourifying then suggested was the overthrow of 
“weed. 

Mr. O'Neil, of Franklin, made a strong point iu 
favor of investigation by a special committee. 
Such committees, he said, always produced the 
best results. In the session of 1882 it fell to the 
lot of a special committee of the Assemoply to in- 
vestigate Receivership abuses.

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| knew what admiiable results grew out of its 


work. Thesame year the Judiciary Committee 
of the Assembly, a standing committee, under- 
took to investigate Judge Westbrook, and every- 
body knew what the lamentable results of this 
selection were. Asa matter of fact the commit- 
tee was composed of men who favored the ac- 
cused Judge. 

“The Lord only knows what the Grand Jury 
wili do in their investigation,” said Mr. House, 
of New-York. “lam under the impression, if 
reports be true, that that body is stacked for the 

urpose of concealing something that ought to 
Be known, Allowing that it does indict the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and that he is con- 
victed, the evil is not reached. A committee, on 
the other hand, wi!l report® the manner in which 
malfeasances of the present can be guarded 
against inthe future. I favor theamendment of 
Mr. Littlejohn.” 

“In the interest of harmony I surrender my 
convictions and follow my leader,” exclaimed 
Gen. Husted, laughingly pointing to the Oswego 
veteran. 

A special committee was substituted for the 
Cities Committee without further opposition. 
The committee was then required, on motion of 
Mr. Erwin, to report to the House on or before 
March 15. 

The Democrats now for the first time began to 
feel interested and to quibble. Mr. Rice, of 
Ontario, though he admitted that he was not 
opposed to an important investigation, raised the 
point that there was no authority by law to give 
the committee an expert accountant. He also 
took exception tothe granting of counsel, say- 
ing it was better for the lawyers of the House to 
undertake the investigation than that counsel 
should be chosen who might perhaps be a hired 
retainer of the person to beinvestigated. The 
illustration which he used was that afforded by 
the selection of a lawyer named Albertus Perry, 
who was hired by Mr. Poucher’s Judiciary Com- 
mittee to “counsel” it. Mr. Perry turned up as 
the defender of Westbrook before the investiga- 
tion of the Judge was concluded. 

The Democrats were assured that there was no 
danger of a hired retainer of Mr. Thompson be- 
ing selected, and the motion of their leader 
dispensing with the services of accountant and 
counsel was voted down. 

Then another Democrat—Mr. Van Cott, of 
New-York--suddenly bethought himself of the 
Police Department, and he moved a special in- 
vestigation of it by the committee. Mr. Oliver, 
his Democratic colleague of Paradise Park, ob- 
jected to any interference with * the non-parti- 
san Police Board, which needs no investigation.” 
Mr. Maher, an Albany Democrat, also took a sud- 
denly facetious turn and moved that the Dock, 
Tax, Police, Health, Charities and Correction, 
and Park Departments should each be thorough- 
ly investigated. All these spasmodic motions 
were brushed aside, as the resolution calling for 
the investigation was sufficiently broad and in- 
deed does cover all these departments, Mr. Maher 
insisted on having a yea and nay vote on his mo- 
tion, and the vote stood 47 to 73 against him. Mr. 
Dayton, of New-York, however, voted with the 
Democrats. 

The resolution with its amendments was adopt- 
ed by a vote of 101 to5. The five negative votes 
were cast by Jobes and Higgins, County Demo- 
crats of New-York; Felter, of Rockland, and J. 
H. Brown, of Schoharie, both Democrats, and by 
Mr. Isaac Dayton, Republican, of New-York. 
The name of Mr. Roosevelt is most mentioned 
for the Chairmanship of the special committee. 
For associates he may have Messrs. Welch, of 
Niagara, and Rice, of Ontario, Democrats. Mr. 
Welch was a member of the committee which in- 
vestigated Receivership abuses two years ago. 
Mr. Rice was the Chairman of the Privileges and 
Elections Committee which last year reported in 
favor of unseating a Democrat and giving the 
certificate of election to Mr. Sprague, the Repub- 
lican to whom it belonged. 

Among the bills introduced in the Assembly 
was one by Mr. Nagle, of Brooklyn, prohibiting 
the erection of more than one elevated track in 
streets of 31 feet in width from curb to curb; by 
Mr. House, amending the Code of Criminal Pro- 
cedure by allowing persons sentenced to death or 
to imprisonment for life reprieves while their 
cases are awaiting review by the Court of Ap- 
peals; by Mr. Lindsey, of Brooklyn, amending 
the excise laws in such a way that minors under 
14 yearsof age may purchase liquor and sellers 
be relieved of all penaities now provided by law. 

Mr. Howe, of the State Prison Committee, re- 
ported favorably his bill appointing a commis- 
sion to investigate the penal institutions and re- 
port needed retorms. he committee was unan- 
imous. The bill requires the Governor to ap- 
point a commission of five members. 

Mr. Roosevelt has appointed to the responsible 
position of clerk to the Cities Committee Mr. H, 
©. Stoddard, a constituent of Mr. Hubbell, of 
Monroe County. 

The Senace had a two hours’ session without 
accomplishing anything worthy of mention. 
Mr. Esty called from the table his resolution, 
offered last week, in favor of holding sessions 
every day in the week, including Saturday, and 
after a long and rambling debate, and the adop- 
tion of two amendments, one excepting every 
alternate Saturday and the other postponing 
the action of the resolution till after Feb. 5, it 
was laidon the table.

Senator Poggeahel introduced a bill to repeal 
the act of April 11,1454, entitled “‘An act to

pognizanss of the proceeding. The same Senator 
introduced a bil] to protect insurers in “acci- 
dent” insurance companies from the deception 
peactions upon them by — a portion of 
he contract in fine type. The bill requires the 
companies to pay the full amount of weekly com- 
pensation incase of accidents set forth in the 
cards issued. ; 

At the close of the session the Republican Sena- 
tors held a caucus in the Lieutenant-Governor’s 
room, at which severa) subjects touching the 
future action and policy of the party were di:- 
cussed. One of them was the policy to be pur- 
sued with regard to nay for the New 
Capitol,apropos of the bill now on its third readin 
making an immediate appropriation of $200,000. 
While there is no special objection to this bill, 
= there ismore or less objection among Repub- 

ican Senators against the recommendation of 
Goy. Cleveland that very large appropriations be 
made for the ensuing year with a view to hasten 
the oe of the structure. The Governor, 
as is well known, has among his minor ambitions 
a hobby to finish the New Capitol during his term 
of office. This laudable desire may have no con- 
nection with the idea of employing an extra 
number of Democratic voters on the eve of a 
Presidential election, and yet it may. Some Re- 
publicans fail to see the necessity of hurrying 
the completion of the outside ornamental por- 
tion of the Capitol just at this time, when con- 
struction expenses are high, and they are dis- 
posed to make only such appropriations as are 
required to finish the interior apartments re- 
quired for immediate use, which they estimate 
need not exceed $800,000 for the coming year. 
Although no definite course of action was ar- 
rived at in the caucus, yet this is likely to be the 
policy of the party on this subject.

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THRE ARTISTS’ FUND SALE. 

The twenty-fourth annual auction sale 
of paintings, contributed by members in aid of 
the Artists’ Fund Society of New-York, was held 
last night at Association Hall, in Twenty-third- 
street. The society, which was instituted in 1859, 


now numbers 72 members. Each member either 
pays $75 per annum or presents a picture for the 
annua] sale. The society receives the proceeds 
of the sale of the picture up to $100, the surplus 
sum belonging to the artist. In cases where the 
painting fetches less than $75, the artist pays the 
difference in cash. Last night 52 pictures were 
sold by the auctioneer, Mr. Thomas E. Kirby, 
the total sum realized being $6,550. Owing 
to the inclement weather the attendance 
was not very large, but Mr. G. H. Yewell, 
the Secretary of the Society, expressed himself 
as being satisfied with the result of the sale, 
which compared favorably with that of last 
year. A great many pictures, however, were 
sold at exceedingly small prices. The highest 
bid was $610, for Mr. David Johnson's ** Summer 
Afternoon.” The picture was received with 
much applause. ‘*In Marblehead Harbor,” by 
Mr. M. F. H. De Haas, was sold for $335. Mr. 
Wordsworth Thompson's ‘** Arab Fountain, near 
Tunis,” was bought for $315, and a quaint little 
painting by Mr. William H. Beard, called **’No- 
body Asked Ycou, Sir, She Said,” realized $310. 
Mr. D. Huntington’s “Palazzo Widmann, 
Venice,” was sold for $285, and ~ 
Breezy Day, Scheveningen,” by Mr. Harry 
Chase, for $240. A painting by Mr. H. Bolton 
Jones, representing *‘Salt Meadows Near Annis- 
quam,” went for $235; Mr. H. W. Robbins’s 
“Talcott Mountain” for $230, and ‘‘Summer 
Morn on the Chesapeake,” by Mr. Arthur Quart- 
ley, tor $210. Mr. Carleton Wiggins’s ** Morning 
in the Pasture” and Mr. G. H. Yewell’s ** Roman 
Wayside Inn” each realized $200. Oneof the 
smallest prices was that obtained by Mr. John 
Carlin’s ‘““Going After Marsh-mallows.” This 
xicture went for $25. Its frame cost $26. The 
rames were all charged extra, and some of them 
cost as much as $40. Mrs. Eliza Greatorex, the 
only lady in the society, presented a small pic- 
ture called “Springtime,” which realized $35. 
The sale will be resumed to-night, when the same 
number of paintings will be put up at auction. 
The pictures are on exhibition in the South Gal- 
lery of the National Academy of Design. 
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BRUTAL ASSAULT ON A YOUNG WOMAN. 

TUCKERTON, N. J.,Jan. 15.—The villages of 
Tuckerton, Parkertown, and West Creek are 
much stirred this morning overa bold attempt 
at criminal assault upon Miss Marion Brown, the 


district school teacher at the last named place. 
The young lady is about 20 years of age, of a quiet, 
retiring disposition. Last evening about 9 o’clock, 
while walking from the Post Office to her board- 
ing place, she was attacked by a man who struck 
her with his fist, felling her to the earth. She 
screamed for help and he struck her 
repeatedly, at the same time placing his 
hand over her mouth and smothering her 
cries. A window in a neighboring house 
was thrown open, and the brute, seeing he was 
discovered, gave her a parting blow and ran. 
Miss Brown was cared for and the people in the 
neighborhood were aroused. Their suspicion at 
once fell on a young married farmer by the 
name of Bodine ‘Parker, who lives a 
rather dissolute life apart from wife, and 
who has been suspected of similar attempts 
upon persons at different times within the 
last 10 years. A squad of men repaired to his 
house. Upon his inquiry asto what they were 
doing there, the spokesman told him a lady had 
been knocked down and assaulted, and he was 
accused of it. He immediately asked the ques- 
tion, ‘* WhosaysI knocked Marion Brown down ?”’ 
Miss Brown’s name had not been mentioned to 
him. Justice Steelman, of T'uckerton,was sent for, 
and a preliminary hearing had. According to the 
evidence given, Justice Steelman said Parker 
could be held for assault and battery only, and 
this morning the prisoner was released on $250 
bail for a further hearing Saturday next. Much 
dissatisfaction is expressed at the decision of the 
Justice and the smallness of bail asked.

CONFIRMING A BANKE’S SOLVENCY. 
Directors and officers of the Manufac- 
turers’ National Bank, of Brooklyn, Eastern Dis- 
trict, denied last evening, with much emphasis, 


reports in a Brooklyn paper to the effect that 
the credit of the bank had been seriously im- 
paired by the recent failure of E. W. Cole- 
man & Co., the commission merchants of 
this City. The report stated that the bank 
held from $100,000 to $150,000 of Coleman & Co.'s 
paper. John Loughran, the President of the 
bank, said the loans to Coleman & Co., which 
were on “ iron-clad” notes, extended from Octo- 
ber last to Jan. 4, when the last one was made, 
and were eightin number, and amounted to a 
tew dollars over $100,000. The bank held storage 
receipts and insurance policies as collateral, and 
it was not necessary for it to be a pre- 
ferred creditor. Two lots of grain were 
sold yesterday and one Saturday at an ad- 
vance of 10 cents a bushel on theloans. The 
bank would make a profit. The surplus of the 
bank last night was $136,000. Five years ago the 
deposits were between $500,000 and $600,000. Now 
they were $1,800,000. On account of the dullness 
in the money market the bank had availabie cash 
on hand to the amount of $721,000. It never was 
more prosperous. The bank was organized tn 
18533, being originally a State bank, changing toa 
national bank in 1865. For a number of years 
the State bank did business in Grand-street, 
Brooklyn. The paid up capital of the present 
bank is $252,000.

THE DRILL, THE DANCING, AND THE GUESTS 
OF PALESTINE COMMANDERY. 

The great Metropolitan Opera-house was 
aglitter from pit todome last night, and bright 
shone the lights upon those who had gathered to 
the festivities of the sixth annual reception 
and ball of Palestine Commandery, No. 18, 
Knights Templar. Early in the evening 
carriages began to drive up before the great 
doors, and ladies muffled in furs and gentlemen 
in heavy ulsters were hurrying up the stone steps 
until midnight.

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A GRAIN BLOCKADE AT CHICAGO. 


THE LARGE RECEIPTS TAXING THE CAPACI- 
TY OF THE ELEVATORS TO THE UTMOST. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Chicago has hitherto 
vaunted her ability to take care of all the grain 
coming to her magnificent system of elevators 
with a nominal capacity of 26,000,000 bushels; 
but now, owing to a somewhat remarkable 
state of &he market, combined with the 
small demands for shipment, for about 
the third time in her history she finds her- 
self confronted with the difficulty of having 


more material offered than she can care for 
during the Winter. It is three months 
and a half before the opening of navi- 
gatiog—more than a quarter of the 
year—and another blockade has occurred. 
lhe receipts of grain are now in round numbers 
1,000,000 bushels per week, and at this or a much 
lower rate the remaining capacity of the ele- 
vators, in which there are stored nearly 20,000,000 
bushels of grain, will soon be taken up, resulting 
in a nearly complete blockade of this point. 
Although Chicago has drawn very largely on the 
Western surplus of both wheat and corn, up to 
date, yet the effects of a blockade will be to send 
a large quantity of grain around the city via the 
various lines of railroads which otherwise 
would have come here, the result being a material 
lessening of the volume of grain to be received 
here during 18%. Of course, where it is 
seen that grain on the track will sell at 
a discount of five and six cents, as it has 
done heretofore under similar circumstances, 
there will undoubtedly be a material falling 
off in receipts, but it is said there 
are yet nearly 2,000,000 bushels of corn 
sold here to be delivered during January, 
and a considerable portion of the amount is now 
headed toward this city, which must be cared 
for upon arrival. The advance in freight rates 
on grain to New-York from 20 to 30 cents 
per 100 pounds last Monday, has still further de- 
creased the small shipments prevailing during 
the Winter, and has deprived the elevators of 
any material relief from shipments.

SEVERAL VILLAGES BURNED—CORONATION 

OF THE YOUNG KING OF ANNAM—THA

Panis, Jan. 15.—Admiral Peyron, Minister 
of Marine, has received the following telegram, 
dated Ha-noi, Jan. 8: “Since the capture of 
Sontay there have been fewer pirates near 
Ha-noi and Hai-Phong. The Black Flags have 
burned several villages on the left bank of the 
Black River. We are making reconnoissances, 
The pirates threaten the Province of Nam-dinh, 
but Col. Brionval’s columns are pursuing them 
everywhere. M. Tricou is at Hué.” 

Prime Minister Ferry has received the follow. 
ing telegram from M. Tricou, the French diplo- 
matic representative in Annam, dated Hué, Jan. 
5: “The young King and the members of the 
Council exercising the Regency, formally re- 
ceived me to-day. The ceremony was without 


precedent, and was conducted with Oriental 
pomp. After salutations had been exchan 
the King requested me to approach. € 
desired me to convey to the French Gov- 
ernment the assurance of his respect and devo- 
tion, and expressed a hope that the severity of 
the treaty stipulations between the two countries 
would be mitigated. I assured the King of our 
sympathy and good-will. The King was crowned 
under the name of Kien Phue, which signifies 
the ‘Height of Felicity.’ The power is held by 
one of the Regents,;who was formerly a leader of 
the revolution.

It has been decided to raisea Turkisk 
contingent to be recruited principally in Alba. 
nia, which shall form a third brigade of the 
Egyptian army. The officers are to be English.

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BRITISH STATE POLICY. 

Lonpov, Jan. 16.—The Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, President of the Board of Trade, 
delivered a speech at Newcastle last night. Re- 
ferring to Irish affairs, he insisted that the im- 
proved state of Ireland was due to the Land act 
rather than to the Crimes act. He severely cen- 
sured the recent language of the Parnellites to- 
ward Earl Spencer, the Lord Lieutenant of Ire- 


land, and Mr. Trevelyan, the Chief Secretary, 
and condemned the Orange agitation. Concern- 
ing Egypt, Mr. Chamberlain said: ‘ The 
duty of her Majesty’s Government ig 
clear. England has assumed a duty which 
she cannot neglect. She cannot abandon Egypt 
to anarchy, and on the other hand, she may not 
and must not go back onthe assurances which 
she has given Egypt. The task is probably more 
dificult than it was supposed to be, and its ac- 
complishment may occupy a longer time than 
was anticipated, but nothing has occurred to 
make me think that we shall not succeed with 
time, patience, and discretion.” Regarding home 
affairs. he said that the difficulties in Ireland and 
Egypt would not justify a postponement of 
measures of reform in England.

ANOTHER OIL STRIKE.

TITUSVILLE, Penn., Jan. 15.—Following 
upon the heels of the discovery in the McKinney 
district, Sheffield comes with another immense 
well, owned by Messrs. Shank & Emery, 
of this city. It was drilled into rock 
late this evening and began flowing heavily. 
Though the tools are only a few feet in the 
sand it is now flowing at the rate of 


400 barrels per day. It will doubtless 
be increased by deeper drilling to 1,000. Mc- 
Kinney well, No. 6, was drilled deeper 
to-day, and is now yielding steadily 30 
barrels an hour. In the last 24 hours the 
well put 1,100 barrels into tanks. This news, 
coupled with reports that Markham lot No. 591, 
Cherry Grove, had found oil, increased the 
oil-selling fever which began yesterday. The 
market declined to $1 053g and would have gone 
lower were it not for’ the ersistent 
buying of C. B. Tedcastle and Hilton 
& Waugh in Oil City. A large army 
of scouts left Warren this morning to watch the 
wells mentioned. The wells lie in a dense 
woods, away from all habitation. It is feared 
by a certain portion of the trade that the 
strikes will open up new territory, but the 
general supposition fs that they are on a 
narrow Oil strata connecting the Cooper tract 
developments with those at Sheffield. Only 
the drill can prove the correctness of these 
theories. Fifteen wells are now being drilled 
in the McKenney district, which will be the chief 
point of attention of the oil trade for some time

ANEW GOVERNORIN OFFICE 


THE INAUGURATION OF LEON AB- 
BETT AT TRENTON. 

AN ADDRESS SUGGESTING SHARP REMEDIES 
FOR RAILROAD IMMUNITY FROM TAXA- 
TION—MUNICIPAL HOME RULE. 

TRENTON, van. 15.—A horseshoe of cnoice 
fiowers four feet high, with a scroll of crimson 
roses beneath it, from “Jersey City friends,” 
made its appearance in the Executive parlor at 
the State-house this morning, and was the first 
visible sign of the incoming of the new State Ad- 
ministration In front of and around the Tren- 
ton House the political societies that were to 
take part in the procession formed in line about 
11:30 o’clock. The Hudson County delegation 
had the right of the line, headed by the Seventh 
Regiment Band, and carrying slender, polished 
canes against their shoulders. The Joel Parker 
Association, of Newark, and the Young Men’s 
Democratic Club, of Trenton, formed near by. 
All the bands were playing, when a barouche 
wheeled into the street. The Governor-elect sat 
in it to the right of Gov. Ludlow. The Hudson 
County men fell in asa body guard, and the pro- 
cession passed to Taylor Hall, the scene of the in- 
suguration. A great crowd had assembled at 
the hall doors, and it was with difficulty that the 
two Governors and their attendants secured an 
entrance, and then the crowd broke all barriers 
and filled every part of the hall. 

The members of the Legislature had mean- 
while taken their seats on the platform with the 
State officers and been called to order. Gov. 
Ludlow and Governor-elect Abbett sat facing 
zach other at the front of the stage; Chief-Jus- 
tice Beasley sat on Gov. Ludlow’s right; Presi- 
fent Vail, of the Senate, was on Mr. Abbett’s 
left. In one of the proscenium boxes were the 
aged parents of the new Governor. In another 
were Marcus Beach and his family. Attorney- 
General Stockton’s family sat in another. The 
organizations that had been in the procession oc- 
pupied the gallery. The Rev. Dr. Abercrombie, 
of Grace Protestant Episcopal Church, in Jersey 


City, made the opening prayer a few minutes be- 
fore noon. Chief-Justice Beasley and the Gov- 
arnor-elect arose and stood side by side. The 
Chief-Justice read the oath from a big sheet of 
parchment they held between them, and Mr. Ab- 
ett repeated it after him. Then Gov. Ludlow 
uncovered the great seal of State and in a 
speech of compliment made formal delivery of it 
to Mr. Abbett. Then, turning, he introduced the 
new Governor to President Vail, who in turn 
formally presented him to the Senate and House 
of Assembly : 

Gov. Abbett opened a pamphlet he held in his 
hand and began to read his inaugural address. 
His sentiments on the question of railroad taxa- 
tion provoked frequent applause. This question 
was one of the main interests discussed, and even 
tn his deliverances on other subjects there were 
frequent incidental references to it. Having re- 
ferred to the fact that some of the railroads 
claim exemption from the burdens of local taxa- 
tion under their irrepealable contracts, he in- 
quired if there is power in the State to re- 
cover its lost sovereignty. Under the de- 
tision of the highest judicial tribunals in 
the land the contracts cannot be canceled by 
legisiation. No Legislature can pass an act im- 

airing the validity of contracts, andso far has 

his doctrine been carried that in the case of one 
of the railroads the United States Supreme Court 
had held that the language of an act made an ir- 
repealable contract, though the State Judiciary 
had unanimously decided that the Legislature 
never intended to make a contract. But even in 
the face of this ruling, there is a way of escape. 
Itis by the condemnation of these franchises, 
upon fair compensation to the holders of them, 
as land is condemned for public highways. Said 
the Governor: 

“I am unaware of any decision in conflict with this 
view. Our Court of Errors has held that in the exer- 
tise of the right of eminent domain the Legislature 
may authorize shares in corporations and even corpo- 
rate franchises to be taken for public uses upon just 
sompensation, and has declared that the title to this 
species of property is no more secure against invasion, 
when the public uses require, than is the ownership of 
real estate. The public requires the extinguishment 
of these contracts in order that the provisions of our 
Donstitution, which require that property shall be as- 
sessed for taxes under general laws, and by uniform 
rules according to its true value, may be obeyed. It is 
pbjected that even if such a mode be legal it involves 
ihe creation of alarge debt. If there be no other way 
io remedy the evil is it not better to create such debt, 
pnd have the State resume its sovereign power over 
the subject of taxation ?” 

The Governor was also of opinion that the Le- 
gislature can give to the cities of the State the 
same power to extinguish such contracts, so far 
as they affect property within the territorial lim- 
its of such cities, “*and I am certain,” he added, 
“that the property now exempt from municipal 
tax, which would thus become subject thereto, 
would soon enable the cities tec pay whatever 
gg ee a jury and a court might award.” 
If the Legislature hesitated to provide for ex- 
tinguishing these contracts, immediate action 
should at least be taken to render it impossible 
to create any unappeaiable contract in the future. 
The decision of the United States Supreme 
Court leaves no safety for the people 
unless the prohibition against -making 
such a legislative contract be engrafted 
upon the State Constitution, and he suggested 
such an amendment. As afurther prevention 
the Governor urged that hereafter no more 
le y shall be taken by any corporation un- 
ess the property be subject to the same tax bur- 
dens as the property of individuals. He believes 

hat relief to this extent can be immediately se- | 
2ured, and recommended the passage of an act | 
10 secure it at the earliest possible moment. He 
»>mphasized the extent of the evil against which 
a remedy will be thus provided by the statement 
that, in a single purchase, one corporation re- | 
sently took property to the amount of $1,800,000 
out of the tax levy of asingle city. At the same 








time he urged that legislation on the subject 
should be conservative and framed with due re- 
gard to the great interests involved. 

The next subject that engaged the Governor's 
attention was that of legisiation for cities. The 
constitutional amendments of 1875 prohibit spe- 
cial legislation regulating the internal affairs of 
municipalities. The wants of cities, however, de- 
mand additional legislation. The Governor pro- 
nounced himselfas strongly in favor of a general 
act for the government of cities. He tavored 
the simplest form—a Mayor anda Board of Al- 
fermen, with legislative restriction upon the 
debt-creating power. If the Legislature cannot 
agree upon a general charter for all cities, or a 
charter for certain cities under the doctrine of 
classification, the Governor agreed to show that 
a local option feature in a general charter would 
not—or should not—make it amenable to consti- 
tutional objections. *““No one,” he went on, 
“has ever complained, so far i know, that it is 
an evil to permit the people to vote upon 





the, acceptance or’ rejection of a city charter, 
or of an amendment thereto.” He deemed 
such a vote, in fact, as the highest exercise of the 
right of local self-covernment. He did not be- 
lieve that it was ever intended by the amend- 
ments of 1875 to prevent home rule in cities. 
They were rather intended to render it impossible 
for the law-making power to impose upon a city 
a charter its people did not want. Then, going a 
step further, heasked what there was in principle 
to prevent the Legisiature embodying in such a 
general law separate and specific grants of power 
to every city which shall embrace every change 
that may be desired in any city government, 
with the proviso that each one of these gee gee 
grants of power must first be accepted by the 
people at an election ? 

On the question of State revenue the Governor 
said he was in favor of establishing a State policy 
that will forever obviate the necessity of raising 
any money from the people by State tax. He 
suggested an increase of percentage of taxation 
to be paid by the railroads; taxing the franchises 
of the railroad companies; imposing a tax upon 
certain classes of corporations, other than manu- 
facturing companies, that hold valuable fran- 
thises: imposing license fees or possibly taxes 
upon foreign companies doing business in the 
State; imposing a tax upon the gross receipts 
ot certain classes of corporations that cannot 
well be reached by any other mode of taxation; 
imposing a collateral inheritance tax, and in- 
creasing the amount of State fees to be paid upon 
the incorporation of companies. 

The present contract system in the State prison 
thould be abolished, the Governor thinks, and 
some other mode of employing convicts devised 
that will be less burdensome upon those engaged 
in vocations outside the prisons and reforma- 
tories. There are many other important inter- 
ests in the State that should receive attention, 
and the Governor closed by saying that he will 
hereafter communicate with the Legislature by 
special message upon subjects that he deems of 
importance.

THE UTAH LEGISLATURE. 


REFORMS RECOMMENDED IN THE MESSAGE 
OF GOV. MURRAY. 


Savt LAKE Crry, Jan. 15.—Gov. Murray, 


in his message to the Utah Legislature, says: 


By thelaws of Congress, approved March 22, 1882, 
this session of your homorable is made one of ex- 
traordinary interest to the people of Utah and the 
country at large. The manner of conducting elections 
in the future is made dependent on the action we may 
take. It is my earnest desire that the measures devised 
shall meet the reasonable expectations of Congress, the 
country, and the requirements of the people of Utah. 
We are expected, in — our duties as legisia- 
tors, to write a code o laws that shall, 
while conserving the admitted local necessities 
of the Territory, be assurance of our fidelity to 
the Nation and satisfy the expectations of public 
opinion on the questions on which Utah is regarded as 
not being in harmony with the other portions of our 
country. Whether we shall do this or not will depend 
largely upon you, and with you will also lie measures 
looking to this result. It has been charged be- 
fore the country and Congress that ecclesiastical 
power is established by territorial statutes 
and that it would not permit the Legislature to pass 
ccrtain laws intended to be in harmony with the na- 
tional law. This is a fearful charge here in free Amer- 
ica, especially in reference to a Legislature, deriving its 
existence from Congress, which is paid for its services 
by Congressional appropriations from the public funds 
out of the National Treasury. 

To silence so grave charges I will gladly co-operate 
with youin posing laws that will retire Utah afiairs 
from the halls of Congress and forever bury out of 
sight the charge that ecclesiastical power dictates legis- 
lation in Utah. am sure that Congress and the 
country will be gratified to see that our affairs may be 
settled at home and settled on the basis suggested. I 
made an-appeal to the last Legisiavure to the laws 
necessary to assimilate the Territory of Utah with the 
country, s0 far as the law and business is concerned, 
It was my purpose to avoid the necessity of Congress 
extending its correcting hand in the matter. The 
Legislature deemed that it must not act, whereupon 
Congress promptly passed the Edmunds bill. By this 
law many citizens were denied the exercise of their po- 
litical privileges, the election machinery was suspend- 
ed, and the privileges exercised by the citizens of the 
Territory were delegated to other hands. This legisia- 
tion was the warning voice of the sovereignty of the 
Government of the United States. Men who see in the 
Government or in those who differ from them only an 
enemy are unwise. Such counsel followed to its con- 
clusion means alienation. The present condition of 
affairs cannot longer continue in safety to either the 
United States or the people of Utah. I know the diffi- 
culties that lie in the way of many good people, and, if 
it was in my power, would relieve them of their en- 
tanglements, burdens, and disabilities, but constitu- 
tional morality must prevail or the Nation must fall. 

REPRESENTATIVES OF THE PEOPLE: You hold the 
future in your hands. Allow me to strengthen them if 
right, to stay them if wrong, and to apprehend wrong. 
It is said that when clouds are seen wise men devise 
measures for the public good. I ask the repeal of chap- 
ter 5 of the compiled laws of Utah because of the unwar- 
ranted and dangerous power it gives to the greatest 
church corporation, because it vests the ecclesiastical 
courts with authority which may also be exercised 
in the United States by the civil courts, and 
for the further reason that Congress, by 
an express statute approved July Me 1862, 
disapproved of it. Yet the Legislature of Utah re-en- 
acted it in the complied laws of 1876. The law of the 
Territory having been disapproved by Congress it should 
not be allowed to remain on the statute-books, I repeat 
the recommendation made to the last Legisiature. 
Sheer justice demands the right of dower for wifehood. 
Untold suffering follows its denial. Every enlightened 
argument favors it. It is denied in no State or Territory, 
except where something better is given. To borrow 
the right of suffrage upon and deny the right of dower 
is an anomaly. I earnestly urge that this right be no 
longer withheld from the wives of this Territory. 

The fact that there are no laws upon our statute- 
books forbidding polygamy, bigamy, adultery, fornica- 
tion, incest, and illicit intercourse as public offenses I 
submit is not creditable to Utah. I trust the Legisla- 
ture will not fail to place the seal of condemnation 
upon these offenses. ongress in 1862 passedan anti- 
polygamy act denouncing bigamy as an offense, and 

rescribed a penalty. Charged with a violation of this 
aw, George Reynolds, who had a pluralty of wives 
taken in obedience to and with the sanction of 
ecclesiastical authority, was tried and convicted 
in the courts of Utah. The constitutionality of 
the act of Congress was the main issue 
after the evidence was heard. This madeatest case. 
The Supreme Court of the United States, in an elabo- 
rate decision, declared the act constitutional, and Rey- 
nolds paid the penalty of his transgression. In the 
light of this pronounced constitutional law, I submit 
that you, representatives of the peopleof Utah, will do 
injustice to yourselves, be unmindful of the supreme 
law, and cruel to those you represent, if you fail to pass 
final laws upon the subject, with effective measures for 
their execution. 

I ask you to pagent the law monpens the per- 
petual emigration fund, and to repeal all laws making 
escheats resulting therefrom, because by this law the 
whole system of emigration is placed under the control 
of churen authority, which is a subversion of Republi- 
can government, and because laws py e es- 
tablishment of religion are forbidden by the Federal 
Constitution. Escheats may properly result only to 
sovereign power. l recommend the establishment of a 
bureau of immigration entirely free from ecclesiastical 
control under the supervision of an officer of the 
Territorial Government. Now is the time for the 
Government to educate the children of Utah by es- 
tablishing public schools, free in every sense, to every 
child and non-sectarian in every particular. I do not 
regard the public schools in Utah as free schools. Many 
of them are maintained partly by tuition fees. This 
makes a class distinction. in the great majority of 
them sectarian tenets are taught and sectarian songs 
sung. This is menifestly wrong where taxes ure paid 
by those who are not willing to consent to sectarianism 
in public affairs. As the public schools should be free, 
so the schoolhouses should be disconnected from 
churches. 

Marriage should be made by law a civil compact, to 
be entered into only by persons competent, and the 
contract valid only as between one man and one wom- 
an. Any other marriage, under any circumstances, 
should be declared void from the beginning. Should 
individuals, denominations, or associations desire to 
impose any other additional requirements or solemni- 
ties upon the civil contracts they should be regarded as 
religious obligations only, not to be forced or annuled 
by process of the civil laws. 


PARDONED BY THE GOVERNOR. 


A CASE OF MISTAKEN IDENTITY WHICH IM- 
PRISONED A MAN FOR EIGHT YEARS. 
ALBANY, N. Y., Jan. 15.—The Governor 
has pardoned Henry L. Hay, sentenced Oct. 8, 
1875, in Cortland County, to 20 years’ imprison- 
ment in Auburn prison for the crime of rape, 
and has filed the following reasons: 


“T have carefully read all the testimony taken upon 
the trial and the mass of letters, petitions, and affida- 
vits touching upon the case which have been presented 
to my predecessor and to myself, and have arrived at 
the conclusion that the convict ought to be pardoned. 
The prosecutrix was but 11 years old, and the crime was 
alleged to have been committed on May 5, 1875, in the 
woods as she was returning to her parents’ home 
from the village not far away. he was ac- 
companied by a younger brother, from whose 
side she was taken, and who stood near 
where the offense wus committed. Her testimony is 
very indefinite and unsatisfactory as, reported in the 
stenographer’s minutes of the trial. But I gather 





from it that she had known the convict, having a few 
years previously lived nearhim. It was about a week 
afterthe occurrence before she told her parents, and 
she then stated that she did not know her assailant, 
but that he wore sandy whiskers around his face. The 
prisoner was arrested in the July following upon 
a@ warrant issued for a person unknown, but de- 
scribed in said warrant as a man of medium 
size, with sandy whiskers. In the meantime the pris- 


oner remained in the neighborhood, where the crime | 


was the subject of publicdiscussion. ‘The identification 
of him on the trial was not very positive. Testimony 
was given by at least three witnesses, whose character 
and integrity are abundantly vouched for, which, if 
true, established an alibi for the prisoner. Positive 
proof was given that the prisoner at the timethe offense 
was committed had no beard, while some witnesses 
testified that he had. The prisoner's reputation was 
not good and it was impeached onthe trial. I am in- 
clined to think this fact had moré to do with his con- 
viction than it ought, but it is not necessary in this 
case for me to determine that the jury erred in con- 
victing the prisoner upon the proof beforethem. It is 


quite apparent to me that the case was determined | 


against the prisoner upon the finding that he hed upon 
the day the offense was committed wore a sandy beard. 
No other finding, in my opinion, would support the 
verdict. 

“In addition to the testimony taken in court, to the 
effect that on May 5, 1875, the convict had no beard, I 
have before me evidence not produced upon the trial 
which, to my mind, conclusively establishes that prop- 
osition. Another fact is most satisfactory. Since he 
has been in prison his beard has been allowed to grow, 
and its color proved to be a very pronounced black. 
This is certified to by the Chaplain of the prison, the 
Judge who sentenced the convict and who visited him 
since his incarceration, and by the confidential 
clerk attached tothe executive department, who also 
saw him in prison. A petition numerously signed cer- 
tifies that it is the opinion of the petitioners and a ma- 
jority of the people in the neighborhood where the 
crime was committed that the prisoner is innocent. He 
has now been imprisoned for more than eight years 
upon a conviction based, as I am satistied, upon mis- 
taken identity. Iam convinced that I should not only 
release bim from imprisonment, but restore him to citi- 
zenship.”

RESTRICTIONS AGAINST THE EX- 
PORT OF CATTLE. 

CONGRESS ASKED TO TAKE STEPS FOR THE 

EXTINCTION OF PLEURO-PNEUMONIA AND 
TO PROVIDE AN INSPECTION LAW. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Representative 

Hatch, Chairman of the House Committee on 
Agriculture, to-day submitted a memorial 
signed by a number of dealers in live stock, ask- 
ing for legislation to protect theirinterests. The 
memorialists refer to the losses which the live 
stock interests of tie country suffer by reason of 
the restrictive regulations now enforced by 
foreign Governments against the importation of 
American live stock and meat products, and say: 

* We believe that these regulations are to a great ex- 
tent inspired by other motives than those Ppvliety as- 
signed. The facts are briefly as follows: The disease 
of lung ue exists to a limited extent in certain cir- 
cumscribed localities along the Atlantic seaboard, 
where it was first introduced by importation from Great 
Britain and Holland. Various State laws have been 

sed for the suppression of this disease and several 
undred thousand dollars expended. but owing to the 
lack of unfted action by the several States and the diffi- 
culty of regulating by State enactments the com- 
merce between the States it has been impossi- 
ble so far to entirely eradicate the disease, 
except in the single State of Massachusetts, 
whic took immediate action on _ discovering 
the disease and by prompt measures, at an expenditure 
of about $100,000, successfully eradicated it. There is 
also a certain amount of disease existing among the 
swine of the United States, but certainly not to nearly 
s0 great an extent as is represented abroad. The 
statisticsof our export trade show that we are now 
annually lo millions of dollars by reason of these 
restrictions. The number of neat cattle in the United 
States, as estimated by the census of 1850, is 41.171,000, 
representing an estimated value of $1,250,000,000. The 
number of swine fs 43,000,000, representing an estimated 
value of $300,000, Our exports of live stock and 
meat products during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1882, amounted to $120,000,000; for the fiscal year end- 
ed June 80, 1888, they amounted only to $107,000,000, 
showing a decrease of $13,000,000. This great and rap- 
idly growing interest is not only seriously embarrassed 
by reason of the restrictive regulations tmposed by for- 
elgn Governments against our meats, but the actual 
existence of the cattle interests is imperiled by the 
prevalence of contagious pleuro-pneumonia or lung 
plague. In 1858 a single animal infected with the mang 
plague was import into Australia from England, 
and from that animai the disease extended to the 
ranges of the interior and entirely destroyed the 
herds of whole districts of country, so that the raising 
of cattle was abandoned in consequence. The same 
state of afiairs occurred in South Africa. In conse- 
quence of the restrictions which Great Britain imposes 
on our exports of live cattle, animals taken from this 
country bring an average of $15 per head less than if 
the same cattle were exported from Canada, where a 
rigid examination of catcle is enforced and no disease 
is known to exist. This places our cattle industry at 
a serious disadvantage in competition with countries 
against which no restrictions are imposed.and tends 
constantly to lessen the aggregate of our export. A 
much greater percentage of losses is sustained by rea- 
son of the restrictions imposed by foreign countries 
upon our pork products.” 

The memorialists ask Congress to provide 
means for the extinction of pleuro-pneumonia, 
and this they say can only be done by the slaugh- 
ter of.all infected cattle. The memorial further 
says that the members of the United States Cat- 
tle Commission, who have made a very thorough 
examination of this subject, estimate the ex- 
pense of such a measure at $1,500,000. In the 
opinion of the memorialists not more than $509,- 
000 need be made immediately available. The 
memorial further recommends, with a view to 
removing the prejudice of foreign customers, 
that a rigid system of inspection of all meat 

roducts for export be provided for and en- 
oreed, the expense of such inspection to be 
borne by the exporter. 


CONTRACTION OF THE CURRENCY. 
EX-REGISTER CHITTENDEN DECLARES THAT 
CONGRESS MUST TAKE PROMPT ACTION, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Mr. Chittenden, 
of New-York, formerly Register of the Treasury, 
appeared this morning before the Committee on 
Banking and Currency and gave his views with 
regard to legislation to prevent undue contrac- 
tion of the currency. He favored the adoption 
as a temporary expedient of the Sherman bill to 
allow the issue of circulating notes to the 
extent of 90 per cent of the market value 
of the bonds deposited, with a limit of cir- 
culation of 108 per cent. of par value for 4% 
per cent. bonds and 114 for 4 per cents. 


He said it was the duty of Congress to 
provide some such immediate temporary remedy 
as this for the contraction of the currency, 
which is now going on at the rate of $1,000,000 a 
week and will produce a panic if it is not stopped. 
There would be time afterward to provide a 
more permanent and comprehensive remedy. 
The national banking system,in his judgment, 
would never be given up, as it-was daily growing } 
stronger. He did not think that Government 
bonds were indispensable as security for bank 
circulation. 

Mr. Chittenden referred to Mr. Potter's bill to 
issue 20-year 2 per cent. bonds to replace the 
threes, and said that the provision contained 
therein exempting from the 1 per cent. tax the 
circulating notes based on these 2 per cent. bonds, 
and imposing it on notes based upon other bonds, 
would not, he thought, be constitutional, because 
the tax would not be uniform. If this feature of 
the bill were changed, he would favor 
it, but he did not believe that it could 
pass. Congress would not consent, he thought, 
to put beyond immediate call that sg of the 
debt represented by the threes. He expressed | 
the opinion, however, that within three years 2 
per cent. 20-year bonds would be taken by the 
public to the extent desired, without reference to 
their use by the banks. ‘ To-day,” hesaid, “the 
4 percent. bonds sell at a price which makes 
them pay only 24% per cent.,and they will con- 
tinue to rise unti! the rate is brought down to 
2 per cent. because of the fact that there is an | 
increasing demand for a perfect security for in- | 
vestment, regardless of the profit." Mr. Chitten- | 
den apposed the Buckner plan providing for the 
issue of Treasury notes,for the reason, among | 
others, that the n tes could notbe put into cir- 
culation to take the place of bank-notes, and 
their issue would not prevent the accumulation | 
of money in the Treasury. Any practicable 
lan, he said, must take the money out of the 
Treasury as fast as it is paid in.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 15, 1884. 
Gen. Butler to-day offered to sell or lease 
to the Government his house opposite the Capitol 
for use as committee-rooms. 
Mr. Van Wyck introduced a bill in the 
Senate to-day providing that the tariff charges 


upon local and through freights over the Union 
and Central Pacific Railroads be reduced to one- 
half the average rates existing during the years 
1882 and 1883, without regard to classification. 


The Greely Relief Board have about 
completed their labors and will submit their re- 


port to the Secretaries of War and the Navy to- 
morrow. It is understood that the board will 
recommend that two vessels be fitted out and 
sent to the arctic regions at the opening of the 
season in accordance with the views expressed 
by nearly all of the experts who appeared before 
the board. 


Representative Wemple, of New-York, 
has prepared a bill providing for the permanent 
improvement of the Erie Canal and maintaining 


the same free to the commerce of the United 
States. The bill provides for the appropriation, 
beginning Sept. 1, 1884, of $1,000,000 annually, for 
10 years, or so long as the canal is kept free to 
commerce by the State ot New-York. The 
money is to be paid to the Treasurer of the 
State of New-York, and by him paid out on the 
requisition of the Superintendent of Public 
Works for permanent improvements solely. 


Representative Springer was questioned 
to-night with regard to the resolution introduced 


by him to obtain the correspondence between the 
Post Office Department and the Department of 
Justice to aid in the investigation of the affairs 
of persons charged with fraud in the star route 
service. He said that more than $2,000,000 of 
over charges were due the Government, and that 
a majority of the star route contractors who 
made these over charges were still in the service 
of the United States. It is Mr. Springer'’s purpose 
to call upon the Treasury Department for a de- 
tailed statement of the expenses incurred in 
that department, and also on the courts of the 
District of Columbia for a statement of expenses 
inthe star route prosecutions. 


At a meeting of the House Committee on 
Public Lands, this morning, consideration was 


given to the arguments of Mr. Pryor made yes- 
terday in favor of the transfer of the Texas 
Pacific land grant to the Southern Pacific. The 
sub-committee having in charge the forfeiture 
of land grants to railroads was directed to report 
abill declaring the land nt forfeited. he 
report will be made to the full committee to-mor- 
row. It is based on the grounds that tke Texas 
Pacific Company did not comply with any of the 
requirements of the act granting the land and 
that the Southern Pacific defeated the building 
of the Texas Pacific for the purpose of prevent- 
ing the construction of a competing line with 
the Central Pacific. The object of Congress in 
making the grant, the committee say, was to 
secure a rival line from San Diego to the East. 
The land in the grant amounts to about 14,000,000 
acres; is situated in Arizona and New-Mexico, 
and is valued at about $40,000,000. 


Representatives Steele and Cutcheon, of 
the Committee on Military Affairs, supmitted to- 


day the views of the minority on the Fitz John 
Porter bill. They say the bill sets aside the judg- 
ment of the highest military tribunal ever organ- 
ized in this country, thereby conflicting with the 
very spirit of the Constitution. It would have 
the effect of saying that the judgment of the 
court was either corrupt or founded on mistaken 
evidence, though that evidence was taken 
when the events were fresh in the minds 
of the witnesses, and that Congress 
has a higher regard for the evidence 
of the officers of the army who at 
that time were fighting against the Union than 
for that given by Federal officers. A careful 
perusal of the bill would leaye it an open ques- 
tion whether or not Fitz John Porter would not 
be authorized under it to receive back pay. It 
authorizes his appointment as Colonel, with all 
the rights, titles, and privil held by him at 
the time of his dismissal, and among those righta 
isthe one to draw pay. The minority suggest

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THE CELTIC’S LONG VOYAGE. 

Lonpon, Jan. 16.—Capt. Gleadell, of the 
disabled steamer Celtic, which arrived at 
Liverpool yesterday, says: “The Celtic 
was 487 miles from Sandy Hook when 
her shaft broke. We decided to. stay 
and ask some passing steamer to tow us back to 
New-York. We asked the Gellert on Dec. 22 to 
tow us to Boston or New-York. She declined, but 
offered to take our passengers. Owing to a gale 


the passengers refused to enter the_ boats. 
The Bothnia passed us on Dec. 29. We 
hoisted signals, but received no reply. We 
took every advantage of signaling passing 
steamers for the purpose of being reporied. 
The Celtic behaved beautifully under sail. The 
vessel sustained not the slightest damage. I 
was very much surprised to see the statements 
of one of our _ passengers landed ss | the 
Argosy that all our sails were blown 
away, and that we were reduced to salt _provi- 
sions. The Celtic arrived at Liverpool with 
the same. sails bent as when she left 
New-York, except the mizzentopsail, which 
was the only sail that was split during the 
passage. The crew and steerage passengers were 
reduced to salt provisions for some days, but the 
saloon passengers never. There were some 
croakers aboard; we could not expect to be with- 


out them. 
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ALFONSO'S VISIT TO GERMANY. 

Maprip, Jan. 15.—In the Chamber of 
Deputies to-day Sefior Castelar condemned King 
Alfonso’s visit to Germany, declaring that it was 
inopportune and imprudent, betraying as it did 
hostility to France. He deprecated a policy of 
adventure, and charged the Sagasta Ministry 
with becoming a tool of Germany. ‘“* When 
alliances are concluded,” he said, “ they should 
be with England, the Western powers, 
and the United States.” He declared that 
if a majority of the _ Cortes = 
the projected reforms it would at 
the risk of revolution and reaction. In the 
course of his speech Sefior Castelur was called to 
order for attacking the Emperor of Germany. 
The Marquis de la Veza de Armijo, the late Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, defended the King’s 
visit to Germany, to which, he asserted, no polit- 
ical significance was attached. King Aifonso, he 
said, was made a Colonel of Uhlans only because 
no other Colonelcy was vacant. The Marquis de- 
nied that the visit was animated by hustility to 
France. In conclusion he expressed his gladness 
that the Paris mob difficulty had been satisfao- 
torily arranged. 
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MR. BRYANT WAS TOO INQUISITIVE. 

Rong, Ga., Jan. 15.—For several months 
North Georgia has been agitated over the won- 
performances of Miss Lula Hurst, 
a l4-year-old girl, who had developed re- 
markable powers of magnetism. It was 
claimed that she could make chairs upon which 
men were seated move around in mid-air. 
The opera-house in this city was en- 
gaged for a display of the girl’s powers to- 
night, and there was a large attendance. 
After several remarkable feats had been per- 
formed Mr. J. J. Bryant, a well-known citizen, 
was called to the stage as one of the inves- 
tigators. He did not manage the chair to 
suit the girl, and without a word 
of warning her father seized the chair and be- 
labored Mr. Bryant unmercifully on the head, 
driving him off thestage. The spectators were 
panic-stricken, as they could see no cause for 
such an attack except that Bryant knew too 
much for the girl. The performance broke up 
in confusion. 
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A YORKTOWN BANQUET IN PARIS. 
Paris, Jan. 15.—A banquet in commemo- 
ration of the surrender at Yorktown was given 
at the Hotel Continental to-night. Gen. Boulan- 
ger, the Marquis de Rochambeau, presided. Mr. 


Horton,the United States Minister,Mr. Walker,the 
United States Consul-General; ex-Senator Win- 
dom, of Minnesota; Col. Lichtenstein and a 
majority of the French delegates who 
attended the Yorktown , centenary in 1881, 
were present. Gen. Boulanger proposed a toast 
to President Arthur, to which Mr. Morton 
responded. Mr. Walker proposed a toast to Pres- 
ident Grevy, Col. Lichtenstein responding. Be- 
fore the banquet a cable message was sent to 
President “Arthér speaking of the pleasant recol- 
lection which the French delegates retain of 
their reception in the United States.

RAPID TRANSIT SUGGESTIONS. 


RECOMMENDING NEW CARS AND ENGINES 
TO THE COMMISSIONERS. 

Having made a thorough inspection of 
the workings of the cable street railway system 
in Chicago, the Rapid Transit Commissioners re- 
sumed their public meetings yesterday after- 
noon. Robert Hardie, Chief Engineer of the 
Pneumatic Tramway-engine Company, No. 80 
Beaver-street, appeared before the commission 
to suggest the adoption on the proposed rapid 
transit routes of the compressed air motors 
owned by his company. The motors, he said, 


were of two kinds—one an engine for drawing 
trains on elevated railroads, and the other for 
popeliog street cars on surface roads. Prac- 
ica] tests, he said, had demonstrated their value. 
Mr. Hardie claims that with his invention the 
cost of drawing a train from Harlem to the Bat- 
tery would be much less than with steam-power. 
James Monteith, a property-owner, living at 
One Hundred and ee ees eee and St. 
Nicholas-avenue, spoke in behalf of the people 
of Washington Heights, who, he said, are anx- 
ious to have built a cable railway on One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-fifth-street from Eighth to Tenth 
avenues. A cable road was deemed necessary for 
the reason that no other kind of motive power 
could draw a car up the incline which the future 
as of the street would produce. With fares 
own as low as2 cents per passenger, Mr. Mon- 
teith thought, the road would prove a 
grat success. B. J. La Mothe, of No. 
Liberty -street, who claims to be 
the originator of the shape of street 
cars now in use, presente1 to the Commissioners 
plans and drawings of a railway car built upon 
a tubular frame, which was claimed to be pecu- 
liarly adapted, by reason of lightness and 
strength, to elevated railroads and cable surface 
railways. Freight cars built on the tubular sys- 
tem are now in use on the Chicago, Burlington 
and Quincy Railway and onthe Providence and 
Worcester Railway. Mr. La Mothe was asked 
to exhibit before the Commissioners ig | a 
model of a car built with the tubular frame. The 
New-York Automatic Spring Motor Company, 
limited, of No. 39 Nassau-street, was represented 
before the commission by J. 8. Wood, its attor- 
ney,and Chauncey C. Starkweather, its Secre- 
tary. The motor which the company wishes to 
introduce into public notice by means of the 
proposed new rapid transit routes consists of a 
combination of 80 steel springs in cylinders. 
When these springs are wound, by ae sree, 
there is storeda force capable of propelling a 
loaded car eight miles. A powerful hand-wind- 
ing machine is attached to the car to enable the 
engineer to provide against delay by accidents. 
A car, now ep built in Philadelphia for the 
company, will be ready for use in five weeks, 
when the Commissioners will be invited to exam- 
ine its workings.

The Signal Service Bureau report indi- 
cates for to-day, in this region, fair 
weather, preceded by local snow-storms, 
northerly, shifting to westerly, winds, lower 
temperature, higher barometer. 


The Senate yesterday was more than 
usually usefully employed, the subject for 
discussion being the proposed retaliatory 
legislation aimed at France, Germany, and 
other countries from which our prepared 
meats are excluded. No decision was 
reached, but it is evident that the Senate 
will do nothing rashly or in ill-temper. It 
is clear, however, that we cannot pass un- 
noticed the action of certain European 
Governments concerning our food prod- 
ucts. The most reasonable and sensible 
course is that already suggested, and com- 
mended by several Senators yesterday, 
mamely, a rigid American inspection of 
meats intended for export. The prohibi- 
tion laid upon our products is nominally 
for the protection of the health of the 
people of certain European States. It will 
not do for us, in the absence of all official 
information, to insist that American meats 
are the most sound and healthful known 
to commerce. Buta careful and rigid in- 
ppection, conducted by an authority that 
would command the respect of all com- 
mercial nations, would at once test the 
sincerity of foreign Governments that 
have prohibited the import of American 

ucts. The Senate, apparently, in- 
plines to this view of the subject. It 
4s more likely that we shall have an in- 
spection of meats intended for export than 
hat we shall commit ourselves to retalia- 
‘ory legislation. 


Republicans and the friends of civil 
Pervice reform have cause for hearty satis- 
faction in the introduction of bills to re- 
peal the reform act by Congressmen 
Suaw, of Illinois, and CLay, of Kentucky. 
We look upon this move very much as 
pur esteemed Republican Democratic con- 
temporary, the Sun, looks upon what it 
valls the “‘ free trade” agitation among the 
Democrats. It will serve to put Congress- 
men of both parties on record and show 
the people just where they stand.

Although Mr. 8. 8. Cox has professed 
great satisfaction with the arrangement of 
the House committees that leaves him out 
of Foreign Affairs and gives the real head- 
phip of the Naval Committee to Mr. LEo- 
pop Morsz, of Massachusetts, he rises 
puperior to all personal considerations. 
Mr. Cox, as Chairman of the Committee 
on Naval Affairs, has reported a resolution 
{which originated with ‘‘ Richelieu” Ros- 
gNSON) calling for information respecting 
the report that American naval officers 
hhave received foreign decorations with- 
put consent of Congress, and that Ameri- 
can sailors assisted at the British bombard- 
ment of Alexandria. The latter part of this 
resolution is a legacy from the last Con- 
\ It was authoritatively and satis- 
4 shown that the part played by 
American sailors and marines in the bom- 
\bardment of Alexandria, or immediately 


\after that incident, was purely in the in- 


terest of good order and humanity. The 


foreign medal business is old and mil- 
dewed. No self-respecting Congressman 
worries himself over this ancient seare- 
crow. And if Mr. Cox were anxious to 
prove to the country Mr. CARLISLE’s good 
judgment in leaving him off of the For- 
eign Affairs Committee, he could not ac- 
complish his purpose more expeditiously 
and satisfactorily than by his recent antics. 


There has been much complaint, ap- 
parently well-grounded, that the decisions 
of the Customs Bureau of the Treasury 
were withheld for a period unreasonably 
long. The custom of keeping back these 
decisions until the end of each month is 
an ancient one. The Customs Bureau is 
éminently conservative. Under the man- 
agement of the late NATHAN SARGENT 
it was a model of accuracy, fideli- 
ty in detail, and slowness. Recent 
changes in the personnel of the bu- 
reau have not wrought any percepti- 
ble amendments until now. For the 
first time within the memory of man, the 
Customs Bureau has issued decisions that 
are less than a month old. As these dicta 
affect the prices of imported merchandise 
and influence the business operations of 
importers, their immediate and wide pub- 
licity is a matter of concern. The Customs 
Bureau will serve the community by giv- 
ing out its rulings as soon as they are made, 
and the new departure is a rational step in 
official reform. 





There are now provided for the investi- 
gation of Commissioner THOMPSON’sS de- 
partment a special Grand Jury, a special 
committee of the State Senate, and a spe- 
cial committee of the Assembly. Mr. 
House, who seems to have mismanaged 
the business in this latter body, took oc- 
casion to say yesterday that he had little 
confidence in the special Grand Jury, 
which he intimated would be under 
the control of the accused. If Mr. House 
has any facts tending to show that the 
investigation of the Grand Jury is likely 
to be collusive, he ought to pro- 
duce them. In the meantime, the pub- 
lic will look to the work of the special 
Grand Jury with more confidence than it 
can feelin either of the legislative com- 
mittees, especially in view of the queer in- 
sistance upon a separate Assembly com- 
mittee instead of a joint investigation 
with the committee already appointed by 
the Senate, when the two committees are 
to go over the same ground and to report 
at the same date. 


In his message to the Utah Legislature, 
jov. MURRAY makes a great many recom- 
mendations that he knows will fall upon 
unheeding ears. He asks that the right of 
dower be recognized by the Legislature; 
that the perpetual emigration fund (which 
involves escheats for failure to contribute) 
be taken from ecclesiastical and placed 
under civil control; that offenses growing 
out of the relations of the sexes be made 
punishable by law, and that the public 
schools of Utah be made free schools. All 
of these recommendations are based upon 
sound principles of public morality and 
equity. The Governor could do no less 
than to call attention to the fact that in 
Utah it is necessary to make such sugges- 
tions. Butso long as the Mormons have a 
majority in the Territorial Legislature the 
Governor’s recommendations are as inop- 
erative as a Papal bull against the comet. 


Considering how complete is the control 
of New-Jersey by the railroad corporations, 
the utterances of Gov. ABBETT in his inau- 
gural address yesterday have a semblance 
of temerity. Gov. ABBETT perceives that 
there is gross inequality in the taxation 
levied and collected by authority of the 
State. The railroad corporations pay taxes 
on a very inconsiderable valuation, claim- 
ing exemption under contracts authorized 
by the Legislature. The . Governor 
suggests that the contracts be extin- 
guished by means of seizure for 
public uses, compensation being made 
for the value of property taken 
and forfeited. That is to say, the con- 
tracts shall be bought up and the cost 
thereof be met by the revenues arising 
from increased rates of taxation. Gov. 
ABBETT also recommends a change in the 
fundamental law which shall prohibit 
and prevent any further extension of 
these extraordinary exemptions to cor- 
porations. The new Governor’s remarks 
are vigorous and. bold. To the average 
New-Jersey legislator the proposition to 
curtail the privileges of railroad corpora- 
tions and to increase their taxes will seem 
little short of blasphemy. 





WILL IT BES UFFICIENT ? 


The serious question with regard to 
Senator LANsING’s bill for the protection 
of the Adirondack forests is whether it 
sufficiently provides for the conservation 
of the sources of water supply for the 
Upper Hudson River and for the streams 
which feed the canals and fertilize the 
plains of the northern part of the State. 
The main object to be aimed at just now 
is not the establishment of a park in any 
proper sense of that term, but the pre- 
vention of that destruction of forests 
which threatens the regularity of the 
water supply. It may be that the 1,700,- 
000 acres of land which it is proposed ul- 
timately to include in the park comprise 
all that it is necessary to protect from the 
lumbermen and from the peril of fire, 
though on that point we should be glad of 
more authoritative information. But is 
the 750,000 acres which now belong to the 
State all that is in need of immediate pro- 
tection, and is the process of forfeiture for 
non-payment of taxes a sufficiently speedy 
and certain one for acquiring the re- 
mainder ? 

It is to be presumed that the limit of 
1,700,000 acres for the entire domain is 
fixed because it includes the territory 
which ought to be protected from devasta- 
tion in order to attain the end desired. If 
80, it includes the territory which stands 
in need of protection now, and not after 
the timber has been cut off and the sur- 
face possibly burned over and rendered 
incapable of retaining moisture. It is said 
that the deterioration of the water supply 
is not merely threatened, but has already 
begun. The work of destruction has gone 
too far, and should be stopped at once and 


may be requisite for the main purpose.~ 


The process of acquiring the lands pro- 
posed by the Senate committee and ap- 
parently contemplated in Mr. LANSING’s 
bill does not seem adequate for the object 
aimed at, or rather it appears to be de- 
structive of that object. It is well known 
that the usual practice has been to pur- 
chase these forest lands, proceed to skin 
_off everything of marketable value, leave 
them to the chances of fire, and avoid all 
payment of taxes on them. The conse- 
quence is that they revert to the State 
after the mischief has been done and when 
the lands are of no further value to the 
original purchasers. 

Plainly, then, if it is desirable to protect 
1,700,000 acres from the destruction of 
their forests, the object will not be gained 
by leaving 1,000,000 acres of them to be 
denuded by lumbermen before falling into 
the keeping of a State Superintendent. It 
would take a generation to secure a new 
growth of trees, even if it were not wholly 
prevented by a virtual destruction of the 
soil in which they grow, and in the 
meantime irreparable injury would 
be done to the sources of our 
most valuable streams. The only way to 
protect 1,700,000 acres of forest from de- 
struction is to begin the protection of the 
whole domain now. Protecting 750,000 
acresnow and leaving the rest until it is 
past protection will not serve the purpose. 
A Superintendent instead of a commission 
would perhaps be well enough if the pro- 
posed park were complete and in the pos- 
session of the State. But lands need to be 
acquired. They should be judiciously se- 
lected and obtained by whatever process 
may be necessary to secure them in time 
to serve the purpose for which they are to 
be acquired. Every practicable measure 
of protection should be put in force at 
once, not only for the lands which the 
State owns already, but for those which it 
is desirable that it should own and which 
it proposes to acquire. Considering all 
that is involved in this question, we are 
inclined strongly to the opinion that Mr. 
LANSING’s bill provides insufficiently for 
the object which the people have in view 
in demanding protection for the Adiron- 
dack Wilderness. 


THE CITY COLLEGE. 


Mr. STEPHEN A. WALKER took occasion 
at the meeting yesterday of the Trustees 
of the College of the City of New-York to 
make a very candid and intelligent state- 
ment of the case on behalf of that institu- 
tion. It is a striking sign of the condition 
of public feeling with regard to the col- 
lege that it is put upon its defense and 
that the Chairman of its Trustees should 
feel himself bound to produce a justifica- 
tion of its existence. 

In our judgment, Mr. WALKER has failed 
in this attempt, not through any fault of 
his own, but through the intrinsic weak- 
ness of his case. The common school sys- 
tem does not and can not produce a nation 
of really educated men and women. This 
is not its proper aim and can never be its 
achievement. But it does achieve in a 
rough-and-ready way the real end of its 
institution. That end may be defined 
to be the provision of a safeguard 
against an ignorant vote, in a coun- 
try where suffrage is universal, and 
of a further safeguard against the 
danger that children left to grow up in 
their own way may become burdens on the 
community. These things it does actually 
do, and in doing these things it earns all 
that it costs. A proper supplement to the 
common school system would be the de- 
nial of the suffrage to any person who had 
not learned what the common schools 
teach, or its equivalent. Speaking gener- 
ally, the community is inno danger from 
the graduates of the common schools, in no 
danger that they will be too ignorant or too 
venal to be trusted with votes, in no dan- 
ger that the community will be obliged to 
support them either in poor-houses or in 
prisons. 

The State thus educates its children 
purely as a matter of self-preservation, and 
its object is attained. It cannot go be- 
yond that object and make distinctions 
among children. It does not undertake 
to teach what it is highly desirable that 
many people should know; it undertakes 
only to teach what it is necessary that 
everybody should know, whatever his vo- 
cation is to be. When it transcends this 
humble function and undertakes to equip 
scholars and specialists it abandons its 
own province and undertakes work which, 
in this country at least, it is very certain 
that it will not do so well as it can be done 
if the demand for a higher education is left 
to find its own sources of supply. 

Mr. WALKER assumes that the College 
of the City of New-York and the Normal 
College are on the same footing, so far as 
public support is concerned. There is, 
indeed, no more reason why the State 
should undertake to train teachers, 
as teachers, than why it should un- 
dertake to train doctors or law- 
yers. But there is a public neces- 
sity that the State should teach its chil- 
dren what it undertakes to teach them, 
and the normal colleges are properly part 
of the apparatus of the common schools. 
It does not seem to us that they are a ne- 
cessary part of this apparatus. If the 
State merely laid down the qualifications 
of its teachers and tested them by public 
examinations, leaving candidates for the 
positions of teachers to find their own 
means of meeting these requirements, 
there is no reason to doubt that the educa- 
tion of teachers would be less expensive 
and not less efficient than itis now. But 
at any rate, the normal schools are not 
upon the same footing with the City Col- 
lege, which can only be justified, as part 
of the common school system, by far- 
fetched reasonings that ‘‘ moral influences 
go from top to bottom, not from bottor. 
to top,” and that ‘‘the higher education 
gives the tone and determines the charac- 
ter of the lower.” 

And whatever we may think of these 
arguments, it is too plain for argument 
that primary education should not be in 
the least. degree sacrificed to secondary 
education; and that no money raised by 
taxation should be given to a public 
‘college, or even to a public: grammar 
school, while the monev needed to provide 


refused upon the ground that the City

THE SENTENCE OF SPENCER. 


There was a solemn sermon preached in 
Judge Cowtne’s court yesterday on the 
familiar theme of the mutability of human 
greatness. When a tyrant, intrenched be- 
hind the barriers of monopoly and privi- 
lege, is actually brought to the bar of jus- 
tice and compelled to answer for his 
crimes, there must be some human pity 
mixed even with our sense of the right- 
eousness of retribution. Men are we, as 
the late Mr. WILLIAM WoRpDsworTH just- 
ly observed, and must grieve when 
even the shade of that which once was 
great has passed away. Various classes of 
men have in various times held them- 
selves above the law, Kings and Bishops 
and Barons. In New-York our tyrant, 
our extortionate Bishop, our robber Baron, 
is the seller of liquor at retail. The idea 
that a liquor-dealer is amenable to any 
human law is a strange and startling sug- 
gestion to the people of this Metropolis. 
And yet a liquor-dealer, known to the re- 
porters, though not to the law, as “Sandy” 
SPENCER, was yesterday haled before Judge 
Cow1nG as if he had been a common mal- 
efactor and actually sentenced to pay a 
fine of $100 and go to jail for thirty days. 

Although Judge Cow1na so far mingled 
his human feeling for oppressed dignity 
and fallen greatness with judicial stern- 
ness as to inform SPENCER that the selling 
of liquor on Sunday, for which this mon- 
strous and unheard-of penalty was exact- 
ed, was ‘‘not a heinous offense,” he 
clapped on the penalty all the same. 
There is an actual record of a sen- 
tence by a New-York Judge upon 
a New-York liquor-dealer, and the very 
foundations of the Board of Aldermen 
seem to be tottering to their fall. It were 
bootless to inquire by what extravagance 
of despotism SPENCER had incurred his 
fate. Whether he had refused an elee- 
mosynary drink to the patrolman, or re- 
fused in the pride of his heart to square the 
Captain, or thrown his influence against 
the successful candidate for Alderman in 
his district, he has fallen under the ban of 
the law as if he were a mere citizen en- 
gaged in an ordinary occupation and 
taking no interest in politics. A liquor- 
dealer in jail is the modern and New- 
York counterpart of Lear in the storm, of 
NAPOLEON at St. Helena, of CHar.es I. 
with his head off. 

Not that a liquor-dealer has as yet been 
subjected to the actual indignity of incar- 
ceration. As soon as SPENCER had recov- 
ered from the awful shock of his fall he 
remembered the great charter extorted by 
his predecessors, the medizeval Barons, and 
called aloud for a habeas corpus, with a 
little sugar. The habeas corpus did not 
exactly fit the situation, but his counsel, 
assisted by Judge BARRETT, found that the 
proper vindication of the prerogative of a 
liquor-dealer was the “‘ temporary stay,” 
which was promptly applied, so that up to 
the time of going to press our municipal 
annals have not been sullied by the record 
of the imprisonment of a liquor-dealer 
for exercising his prescriptive right to 
defy the law. But, nevertheless, the mis- 
chief is done. The ark has been defiled. 
The prerogatives of liquor-dealers have 
been invaded, and it is appalling to con- 
sider what the consequences may be un- 
less the Board of Aldermen hold a special 
meeting. 


OUR THREE-CENT NEIGHBOR. 


We observe that some out-of-town news- 
papers of yesterday print an Associated 
Press dispatch containing interesting in- 
formation about the business affairs of the 
Tribune. This dispatch was given out 
from the Tribune office, and may, there- 
fore, be accepted as an authoritative 
statement. It is as follows: 

“ At the annual meeting of the Tribune stock- 
holders to-day the publisher’s report showed a 
falling off of 19 per cent. in receipts on the sales 
of the daily during the three anda half months 
since the reduction of rates,as compared with 
the corresponding period last year, and an in- 
crease of 30 per’cent.in the number of copies 
sold, The net profit on the paper for the year 
was $13,000 more than last year, and the usual 
dividend was declared.” 

These data furnish us with the measure 
of the Tribune’s success asa three-cent 
newspaper. Reducing its price per copy by 
1 cent on Sept. 19, the Tribune has gained 
30 per cent. in circulation, but at the re- 
duced price the receipts from sales show a 
falling off of 19 per cent. 

This report is chiefly interesting to the 
public for the showing it makes of 
the Tribune’s' increased circulation. 
It is pleasant to know that some- 
where below the pure and radiant 
circle of four-cent ‘‘ best people” there is a 
little 30 per cent. realm of three-cent ‘‘ best 
people.” How many do they foot up all 
together? Fortunately, we are not left to 
the doubtful process of guess-work 
in getting at the total. In the news 
columns of our esteemed contempo- 
rary, the Sun, of Oct. 24, there 
appeared the report of an interview with 
Mr. WHITELAW RED, editor of the Tribune, 
in which hesaid: ‘ Our circulation has in- 
creased over 6,000 copies since the cut.” 
A statement to the same effect made by a 
Pittsburg paper was about that time 
quoted with every mark of approval 
by the Tribune itself. This was five 
weeks after the reduction in price, and, 
about the beginning of that period of two 
or three months at the end of the year in 
which, as the Sun recently pointed out, 
the circulation of newspapers goes down. 
The Sun’s own figures show a falling off 
of about 20,000 in its circulation during 
this period. The Tribune, beyond all ques- 
tion, had realized the full benefit of its re- 
duction at the time Mr. REmD stated its in- 
creased sale to be 6,000 copies. This, then, 
represents the “‘ increase of 30 per cent.” 
mentioned in the publisher’s report. 

Now, 6,000 is 30 per cent. of 20,000. At 
the old price 20,000 Tribunes would bring 
$600. Deduct 19 per cent. of this for 
the falling off in receipts and we 
have $486. But 26,000 papers at 2 
cents would bring $520. There is 
a slight. discrepancy here of $84. 
But the 19 per cent. decrease is the de- 
crease of receipts for the entire three 
months and a. half, while the Tribune’s 
publisher has, no doubt, selected as the 
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basis of his showing of 30 per cent. in- 


crease in circulation some day when the 
sales were at their highest, say, before the 
falling off of November and December set 
in. An average circulation of 24,300 for 
the three fhonths and a half would make 
the average daily receipts for sales just 19 
per cent. less than the receipts on the basis 
of the old circulation of 20,000 at ‘3 cents 
per copy. 

This is clearly what the Tribune’s state- 
ment of its business shows, and we heartily 
congratulate it on the showing. A circu- 
lation of 24,300 is a very large one, con- 
sidering that the Tribune is a class news- 
paper, voluntarily restricting its constitu- 
ency to the ‘‘ best people.” We did not 
suppose there were 24,300 ‘‘ best people” 
in this country. 

To be sure, a class newspaper labors 
under some obvious disadvantages in com- 
parison with a newspaper for all the peo- 
ple, like THE Tres. For instance, the 
increase in THE TIMEs’s sales on the morn- 
ing of Sept. 18, when its price was reduced 
from 4 to 2 cents, was 12,000, though the 
news-dealers and the public knew nothing 
of the move until that morning. It took 
the Tribune five weeks to  pain- 
fully and laboriously scrape together 
half as many new readers. Then, too, 
while the Tribune must. content itself 
with an increase of 30 per cent., THE 
TiMEs has been favored with an increase in 
its circulation of 130 per cent., andis gain- 
ing on that figure daily. It now reaches 
four times as many people as the Tribune. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
they are not all the ‘‘ best people,” for, as 
we have shown, there are only 24,300 of 
that class in the country—not enough to 
go around. THE TIMEs is satisfied to take 
the American people as they come. It 
makes the best newspaper that money and 
brains can make, and lets who will buy it. 


THE COMET. 


It is time that the astronomers made 
some explanation of their conduct in re- 
gard to the new comet. Months ago they 
informed us that about the middle of De- 
cember they would produce a new comet 
of unprecedented splendor. They advertised 


it in all the papers of the country, and for | 


several months made a practice of publish- 
ing anecdotes connected with the early 


history of the comet, and descriptions of | 


its gorgeous and fascinating tail. The in- 
terest thus awakened was very wide. All 
over the country young ladies saw to it 
that the scuttle giving access to the roof 
was in order and ready for immediate use, 
in case any young man should want to ob- 
serve the comet, and young men laid in 
heavy overcoats and buffalo robes in order 
to take observations without freezing 
either their own fingers or the girl’s, 

At last the comet has made its appear- 
ance. Its failure as a spectacle is com- 
plete. It is insignificant in size and can 
hardly be seen without a glass. The as- 
tronomers, instead of apologizing and ex- 
plaining their failure to keep their prom- 
ises, are trying to bolster up the comet by 


representing that it has two tails—as if | 


any number of tails could make an almost 
invisible comet interesting. 

Unfortunately, this is not a case in 
which the disappointed public can de- 
mand its money back. The public can, 
however, refuse to put any further confi- 
dence in the promises of astronomers, and 
the next time they advertise a new celes- 
tial spectacle they will find that little or 
no attention will be paid to their adver- 
tisements. 


There is no prospect that the dead-lock 
in the Board of Aldermen will be dissolved 
very soon. It would by no means be a 
great public misfortune if the Board of 
Aldermen should be smitten with a polit- 
ical paralysis that would unfit it for work 
for the next six months. But it should 
be understood by the people, who expect 
work of the men elected to discharge cer- 
tain duties, that the only reason why the 
Aldermen do not go to work is that they 
cannot agree upon a division of the spoils.

There has been, within a short time, a 
flood of complaints about the 
rather mismanagement, of public piaces of 
amusement. The papers have lately devoted a val- 
uable portion of their space to the considerations 
of abuses and frauds designed to make the lover 
of spectacular recreations pay dearly for his 
whistle. These complaints have been just and 
their object worthy. Whether anything is ever 
going to be done about them is quite another 
matter. The volley of paper bullets of the brain, 
aimed at the ticket speculator, has died down to 
a mere echo. But the speculator is still there. 
Through all the storm and stress of that wordy 
war he was there, and he declines to gc witha 
silent, but significant, obstinacy which might be 
admirable, were he nota nuisance. And he pro- 
poses to stay right where he is and to go on sell- 
ing his wares at advanced prices. He does not 
use the historic language of that noble states- 
man, Mr. TWEED, but that famous scntence— 
* What are you going todo about it ?’"—stares the 
public in the face. There has been a great deal 
of talk, it will be remembered, among theatrical! 
managers about framing a bill, to be put before 
the Legislature, to end ticket speculation. But 
no manager has yet come forward with either 
the bill or the frame. There does not seem to be 
any good ground for supposing that any man- 
ager is going todoso. It would, therefore, be a 
wise plan for those who are affectionately at- 
tached to theatres as a means of recreation to 
arise and frame their own bill. The public is 
more interested in this matter than the man- 
agers, in spite of oft-repeated declarations by the 


latter that they are aware of the injury done to 
their business by ticket speculators. A few pub- 
lic spirited citizens could hp ooge: y push through 
the Legislature a law similar to that of Pennsyl- 
vania, which makes the vending of tickets on the 
streets in front of theatres a misdemeanor. The 
man in the lobby could be included in the bill, 
and then the nuisance would end. This would be 
a sure and swift method.

AMUSEMENTS. 


NEW-YORK PHILHARMONIC CLUB. 
The third concert given by the New-York 
Philharmonic Club this season took place a 
Chickering Hall last evening, and, notwithstand. 
ing the snow-storm, was enjoyed by a large audi. 
ence. It is pleasant to note the latter fact, for 
the performances of the club, although not 
marked by the perfection which ought to char- 
acterize the achievements of the only or- 
ganization of the kind existing in New- 
York, are sufficiently good to merit lib- 
eral encouragement. Last night’s programme 
and its interpretation were quite up to the aver- 
age of past selections and performances. In 
point of interest the Schumann quartet, opus 
41, No. 3, with which the evening’s labors were 
brought to a close, was conspicuous. The com. 
position which afforded most delight, however, 
was Chopin’s trio in G minor, opus 8, with which 
the concert commenced. Its impressiveness grew 
out of its rendering rather than out of its charm 
or merits. Chopin’s chamber music, and even his 


concertos, must always rank far below his com- 
positions for the piano, and albeit the piano part 
of the trio is, i anything, of superior impor- 
tance and brilliancy to t at of the violin and 
*cello, the piece must be considered as well within 
the domain of concerted music. In the third 
movement only are the elegiac tendencies of the 
musician discernible; the remainder of the 
work does not bear the impre:s of Chopin's 
poetic perro or tone-color. The trio, as implied, 
was capitally played, the scherzo and adagio go- 
ing particularly well. The pianist was Mrs. 
Agnes Morgan, whose execution was dis 
tinguished by cleanness, brilliancy, and un- 
flagging vigor. In the Schumann quartet the 
en | of Messrs. Arnold, Faerber, Gramm, and 
Schenk was a trifle uneven. The adagio 
molto and the _ brisk finale were the 
best portions of the performance, but 
even these were not as commendable 
for delicacy of treatment and quality of tone 
as could have been wished. Besides technical 

recision, Schumann’s melodious writings call 

or feeling and tone-color, which may at all 
times be within reach of the great virtuosos of 
the age, but which can only be attained through 
long association by even the foremost of or- 
chestral musicians. Perhaps these requisites 
to the highest order of interpretation will 
be acquired later on by the club; just 
now they are frequently wanting. Mr. Arnold 
was the chief offender last night in respect to the 
auality of tone. This very earnest gentleman i¢ 
always addicted to crushing the sound out of his 
G string, and  amanieag 4 evening, in the al'’egre 
vivace of the quartet, his bow punished its sister 
strings quite as ste is playing in the 
finale, however, deserved and elicited hearty ap- 
plause by itsspirit, brightne:s, and precision. The 
numbers of the programme intervening between 
the trio and the quartet included two songs by 
Schubert and two by Jenssen, sung by Mr. Max 
Heinrich, who posse:ses a superb voice, but 
whose delivery is deficient in the freedom and 
surety without which the sentiment of such 
compositions cannot possibly be conveyed to the 
listener, and Hiindel’s A minor flute sonata, 
which was rendered to perfection by Mr. Eugeng 
Weiner.

MR. WOOLLETT’S READINGS. 

Mr. Sidney Woollett follows Mr. Riddle 
and Mr. Cable. His readings which were heard 
here iast Winter won for him appreciation and 
popularity. Mr. Woollett began yesterday after- 
noon, at the Madison Club Theatre, a new course 
of 12 readings. His programme for this course 
comprises Tennyson's ** Enoch Arden,” ** Elaine,” 
and ‘“*Guinevere;” Shakespeare’s ** Macbeth,” 
“The Merchant of Venice,” and “ Hamlet;" 
Longfellow’s * Hiawatha,” * Tales of a Wayside 
Inn,” and “ Miles Standish;” also, several mis- 
cellaneous selections by Tennyson, Shakespeare, 
and Longfellow. Such a programme should 
have unusual value and interest for that part of 
the public which finds pleasure in thoughtful in- 
terpretation of great works of literature. Mr. 
Woollett commenced his reading yesterday at3 
o’clock. The hall was about half filled— a good. 
sized audience for an unpleasant day. Mr. Wool- 
lett will, undoubtedly, be encouraged with vigor 
and sympathy as he goes on. e will recite 
* Elaine” on next Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Woollett is, strictiy, a reciter, not a reader. 
That is to say, he reads from memory. It is 
doubtful whether his plan isa good one. He has, 
certainly, a very remarkable memory, and the 
display of his memory is not without its effect 
upon the auditor. Buta reader is more likely to 
be a faithful interpreter than a reciteris. In 
epite of all his mind training, Mr. Woollett is un- 
able—and other reciters are unable—to reproduce 
poe text with whole meaning and music. 

Vords are, inevitably, slurred; words are cut 
out of or forced into the text; lines and phrases 
are transposed; there is constant mistake in the 
use of conjunctions and prepositions. For exam- 
ple, the following verses are taken hap-hazard 
from “ Enoch Arden”: 

* Then, calling down a blessing on his head, 

Caught at his hand and wrunzy it passionately, 

And passed into the little garth beyond. 

So lifted up in spirit he moved away.” 
; These were given in this manner by Mr. Woob 
ett: 

“ Then calling down a blessing on his bead 

Caught at his hands, and wrung them passionately, 
pnd poed into the narrow garth beyond. 
So lifted up in spirit he went his way.” 

Again these two verses— 7 

* But when the chi'dren plucked at him to go, 

He laughed, and yielded readily to their wish”"— 
were rendered: 

“ But when the children plucked at him to go, 

He laugh and readily assented to their wish.” 

Many similar illustrations of change or modifi. 
cation in the verse of the poem might be set 
down here; but this would be a useless task. It 
is merely a fact that a reciter cannot be an abso. 
lutely trustworthy interpreter. In his own way 
Mr. Woollett is an intelligent and forcible re- 
citer, somewhat strident and harsh at moments, 
but often strong or tender. His method is, 
without doubt, too declamatory and formal, 
but it does not prevent him from being sincere 
and impressive amid intervals of picturesque a@ 
tion and deep emotion.

WAR GOVERNOR 


©THE MONUMENT TO MR. MORTON'S 
MEMORY UNVEILED. 
4PPROPRIATE EXERCISES IN THE OPERA- 
HOUSE AND ADDRESSES BY GOV. POR- 
TER, EX-SENATOR M’DONALD, AND COL. 
A. W. THOMPSON. 

INDMNAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 15.—The late 
senator Morton’s memory was honored to-day 
in a manner befitting the State. All arrange- 
ments for the commemorative exercises were 
complete, and the ceremonies attendant upon 
the unveiling of the monument passed off suc- 
cessfully and satisfactorily. Trains from every 
direction brought in excursionists, and few, if 
any, counties were without representation at the 
celebration. The number of old soldiers who ar- 
rived was exceptionally large, exceeding the 
expectations of those who had the affair 
in charge, and demonstrating the love felt 
for the war Governor of Indiana. The most 
of the soldiers, who did not come as any 
oaganized post of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic, wore badges of the order, and their appear- 
ance on the streets strongly resembled that 
attending an old soldiers’ gathering. No attempt 
at decoration was made, but the Stars and Stripes 
were displayed from the public buildings and 
some of the more prominent business houses. 
The procession, while not ostentatious, was large 
and creditable. The exercises in English’s Opera- 
bouse lasted for fully two hours. Gov. Porter 
made the first address, which was brief. He 
said: “ A column more enduring than the statue 
which shall be unveiled has already been reared 
to Morton in history. His deeds built it there. 
The four corner-stones upon which it is laid are: 
Equal rights to all men, a free ballot to all men, 
an elementary education without charge for all 


men, the indissoluble union of these States. | 
Upon these tour corner-stones the column will | 


firmly rest, erect and imperishable.” 

Following the Governor, ex-Senator McDonald 
referred to the resolutions he offered in the 
United States Senate in behalf of his deceased 
colleague, Jan. 17, 1878. He did not pretend, he 
said, at the time to be the eulogist of Oliver P. 
Morton, and he did not know now that his mind 
had becomesro tar free trom the infiuences en- 
gendered by the political strifes in which he took 
50 prominent a part as to be entirely just. But 
he did know that one who, like Morton, had 
risen to the front rank by force of intellect 
and energy, and who had stamped his character 
indelibly upon the record of the times in which 
he lived, has left a name and memory which de- 
serve the most lasting monuments. The speaker 
reviewed his acquaintance with Mr. Morton when 
they both first entered public life as members of 
the same political party, and said that the friend- 
ship then formed was never broken, even after 
they became political opponents. In conclusion 
he said: “ With recollections of him, extending 
back more than 30 years, it is easy for me to 
unite with all who believe the name of Oliver 
P. Morton deserves a lasting piace in the memory 
of the people of his native State. in unveiling to 
the public the statue designed to_perpetuate it.” 

Aiter the conclusion of Mr. McDonald's speech 
Col. A. W. Thompson delivered the funeral 
eulogy. He said that the statve would show to 
coming generations how durable are the founda- 
tions upon. which Oliver P. Morton’s fame is 
built by the conspicuous part he took in the 

reat events which distinguished the period of 

is official life. The great national question of 
secession confronted him at the threshold of his 

ublic career, but there were no equivoca- 
ions or contingencies involved in his de- 
cision. It was absolute and unconditional— 
the result of the resolution to adhere to 
the Government of the Union no matter 
what combinations should be made to destroy it. 
He did not hesitate to see how public sentiment 
would run, but with steadfast confidence in the 

eople of the State pledged them to the Union. 
Duzing these exciting times Gov. Morton, by 
common consent, occupied a conspicuous place 
in the front rank of American statesmen. But 
the event which more than al] others during the 
war put his character to the test was the refusal 
of the Legislature to make appropriations for 
carrying on the State Government. He was 
compelled to act promptly, and by 
pledge of his own personal honor suc- 
ceeded in raising sufticient money by 
private loans to pay the interest upon the 
public debt and to support the State Govern- 
ment and a!! its charitable institutions. In all 
things identified with the Union cause he failed 
in nothing within the compass of human energy. 
He omitted no duty, shrank from no responsi- 
bility, evaded no issue, but devoted all the facul- 
ties of his intellect tothe best means of 60 dis- 
tributing the bles:ings of peace as to obliterate a 
remembrance of the ravages of war. During his 
Senatorial service, embracing the most difficult 
and embarrassing period of our history, the 
national sovereignty over all national affairs 
was the polar star of his political faith. “* Un- 
tinely as the death of Gov. Morton seemed to us 
all,” said Col. Thompson, “and sad as was the 
event in all its aspects, we may, nevertheless, find 
some consolation in the reflection that, while 
many of us lost a friend, and the State a faithful 
servant, and the Nation an eminent and coura- 
geous defender of its life and honor, he lived long 
enough to see the end achieved for which he la- 
bo with the most intense devotion—the tice of 
war rolled back, the return of peace, and the na- 
tional Union rebuilt upon foundations which can 
never be removed.” 

The speaker dwelt in detail upon all the promi- 
nent features in Gov. Morton’s political career, 
both as Governor and Senator, eulogizing his 
firm fidelity to principles, prompt response to 
the call of duty, and admirable patriotism. He 
traced his career through the responsibilities 
and crises of the rebellion, when every day 
furnished some new theme of contro- 
versy to intensify popular excitement. Dur- 
ing the war Gov. Morton never forgot 
the wants and necessities of the Indiana soldiers. 
He was assiduousin ministering to their wants 
and the necessities of their families. He rejoiced 
at the honor and glory they refiected upon the 
State and themselves by gallantry unsurpassed 
in any of the wars of ancient or modern -times; 
and they will revere his memory with that affec- 
tion which brave hearts always feel for noble 
and generous deeds. In speaking of Mr. Morton 
as an orator Col. Thompson said that he always 
penetrated directly to the heart and coreof a 
subject, and, comprehending it in all its tenden- 
cies and bearings, never fell below its require- 
ments. His style was, in all respects, his own. 
Gov. Morton struggled manfully against the 
doom which was constantly impending for 12 
weary years after his first paralytic shock, but 
his will power was not sufficient to resist 
the insidious disease. After a 
painful struggie he passed away 
ful composure. His last words were: 
“IT am worn out; I am 4dyinz.” They 
were aistinctly uttered, showing that he real- 
ized his condition, and that the faculties of his 
mind remained unimpaired up to the Jast mo- 
ment. In closing the speaker said: “ It is befit- 
ting in us to cherish the hope that when we have 
joined him in the world of spirits our children 
and their children for generations to come, as 
they gaze upon this almost speaking statue, may 
be incited by it to the practice of such patriotic 
virtues as nade all the years of his public service 
the admiration of the old and a model for the 
imitation of the young.” 

At the conclusion of Col. Thompson’s remarks 
there was prolonged applause, finally breaking 
into cheers, the immense audience rising to their 
feet. Calls were made and responded to by Sen- 
ator Harrison and Col. Dudley, after which, 
headed by Gov. Baker, the procession marched 
to Circle Park, in the centre of the city, where 
the monument was formally unveiled, the cord 
being pulled by Oliver P. Morton, Jr., grandson 
of the Senatorand son of John M. Morton, of 
San Francisco. Mrs. Morton and her youngest 
son, Oliver T., were the only members of the im- 
mediate family present. A large number of let- 
ters were read from prominent men, the more 
notable being from Secretary Lincoln, 
Logan, Gen. Grant, George W. Curtis, the Hon. 
W. H. Calkins, Senator C. W. Jones, Charlies 
Lamar, James Speed, Senator W. P. Frye, the 
Hon. C. C. Matson. the Hon. John Sherman, and 
Henry Clews. 

The monument stands in the centre of Circle 
Park—the very heart of the city—and faces south. 
The spot is an elevated one, and a more conspicu- 
pus or desirable location couid not have been 
found. The pedestal was made from Clark’s Is- 
land granite and weighs 2,336 pounds. The only 
inscription it bears is the name “ Morton” in 

Jain, bold letters on the base. The statue itself 

eight feet four inches high, and weighs 2,100 
ounds. It is cast in broze,and was made in 
ome.

It represents the Senator with his right hand ex- 
tended in aspeaking attitude.

UTILITY OF THE CITY COLLEGES. 


PRESIDENT WALKER IN SUPPORT OF HIGHER 
EDUCATION AT PUBLIC EXPENSE. 


The Trustees of the College of the City 
of New-York held their first meeting since the 
beginning of the year yesterday. Those present 
were the Chairman, Stephen A. Walker; Presi- 
dent Webb, and Messrs. Perkins, Crawford, 
Wood, Devoe, Wetmore, Beardslee, Schwab, 
Bell, Pomeroy, Tamsen, and Welch. Chairman 
Walker and Secretary Lawrence D. Kiernan were 
re-elected for the ensuing year. The report of 
the Executive Committee was presented and 
$135,000 appropriated for the college for 18S4, of 
which $105,000 is for the salaries of the President 


and Professors, and $30,000 for current expenses. 
President Webb reported that 38 students of the 
higher classes of the college desired to hear lec- 
tures in Pedagogics, and pledged themselves to 
attend such lectures if they were delivered. 

Chairman Walker said that he considered it his 
duty to state the case on behalf of higher educa- 
tion in the City’s course of public instruction. 
* The Mayor of our City,”’ said Mr. Walker, ** has 
given the cost of the Normal College and the 
City College in lump sums for the past five years, 
and compared these figures with the aggregate 
of our deficiencies of allowance for building pur- 
poses during the same _ period. The force 
of the comparison is that if the money had not 
been spent for the colleges, it might have been 
spent for grammar and primary buildings, and 
our wants in the latter respect have been sup- 
plied. In a tentative way, the Mayor suggests 
that good citizens had better look into the mat- 
ter, and see if our school system is not becoming 
top heavy. so to speak; in other words, is the in- 
evitably increased expense of advanced education 
worth continuing, considering the enormous 
sums which even elementary education costs at 
present, with the prospect of increase in the 
ratio of increasing population. The Mayor of a 
neighboring city is more positive in his conclu- 
sions. He has passed the interrogative mood 
Now it is possible that these utter- 
ances of high officials may be deemed unanswer- 
able if they remain unanswered. I much prefer 
to avoid controversy, but Ido not wish to fail 
to speak where silence is neglect of duty.” 

Mr. Walker continued that he thought higher 
education should be provided for otherwise than 
by annual charge upon the tax-payers. One rea- 
son was that such education was too essential 
to the community to remain a subject for legis- 
lative vagaries; another was that it should be re- 
ligious, not to say sectarian; a third reason 
was the inevitable increase of his own bur- 
dens as a bachelor for the luxury of a college 
education of the children of his wealthy neigh- 
bor. One of the motives that had led the people 
to establish schools for higher education is the 
conviction that by so doing primary instruction 
is better secured. The higher education gave 
the tone and determined the character of the 
lower. The elementary schools in Germany were 
the best in the world, for the reason that they 
were the open doors to the real and burgher 
schools and the gymnasia. Primary schools in 
England have been a_ by-word use the 
chasm between the great endowed schools, col- 
leges, and universities and the places for the in- 
struction of the poor was as wide as that be- 
tween Lazarus and Dives. Huxley had said 
that no system of public education was worthy 
the name unless it created a great educational 
ladder, with one end in the gutter and the 
other in the university. 

* There is nota college graduate in Sing Sing 
to-day,” said Mr. Walker. “If the argument 
that common school education is a preventive of 
crime and poverty is a oe one, will some one 
tell me why a college education is not better ? 
The expensive crimes to a community are what 
may be termed crimes of intelligence; not mur- 
der and beastliness, but forgery and burglary on 
sound chemical, mechanical, and scientific princi- 
ples. It is a clear proposition of republican 
government that the greater the number 
of the inhabitants who are _ intellectually 
cultivated the greater the safety of the 
State. I believe that promotion should be not 
the reward of industry merely but of capacity. 
For entrance to the colleges there should be evi- 
dence of natural competence and aptitude for 
study, which should insure the true welfare of 
the scholar and not overload the colleges with 
those who are a burden not only of expense but 
a drag-weight upon the class-room work. 

“IT intertered two or three years ago in the 
matter of examinations for admission to the 
two colleges, for the purpose of securing uni- 
formity in the test for promotion from the gram- 
mar schools. My main purpose was to determine 
the question of relative efficiency of instruction 
in the two sorts of schools. The indirect result 
of this course was a decrease in the number ad- 
mitted to both eolleges for the two years during 
which this course was pursued. The past year, 
on an examination satisfactory to each of the 
Faculties, without outside supervision or sugges- 
tion, an increase of more than a hundred in each 
college was the result,” 
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DR. NEWTONS BIBLE TALKS. 
——— 
ASSISTANT BISHOP POTTER’S LETTER AND 
THE CIRCUMSTANCES OF ITS SENDING. 

The Rev. Dr. R. Heber Newton was 
called upon by a TIMEs reporter yesterday and 
was asked for a copy of Assistant Bishop Potter's 
letter, which was the occasion for the cessation 
of the ** Bible Talks” at the All Souls’ Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Dr. Newton, who had con- 
sulted with the Assistant Bishop on Monday in 
régard to the matter, said he had concluded to 
furnish the letter for publication. While doing 
so he made a few remarks in explanation of his 
course in the matter. 

“I did not understand,” said he, “from the 
tenor of the note of Bishop Potter that it was de- 
signed for publication, and so did not read it to 
my congregation or give it to the press on Sun- 
day. It did notseem to me that it was worth 
while to print it after my statement had ap- 
peared and had been owned as satisfactory to 
himself by Bishop Potter. ButI certainly have 
no objections to printing it, and cheerfully hand 


it over to you since I find that Bishop Potter has 
no objection to its appearing. Let me only ex- 
plain in a word an allusion in the note. A week 
ago on Monday I chanced to meet the Bishop on 
the street and walked a block with him in friend- 
ly talk, in the course of which I said to him that 
] felt suspicious that my ‘ Talks’ might perhaps 
reawaken the agitation of last Spring, and that I 
was troubled lest I should thus embarrass him in 
the outset of his administration—a result which 
I had, perhaps blindly, not at all contemplated. 
I assured him that, so sincerely was I desirous of 
avoiding such amisfortune for him, as a personal 
friend, and one from whose administration I 
looked for so much to the church at large, 
if he saw tit to ask me tostop I would doso. This 
was before any open attack worth a moment's 
thought had been made upon me. It is to this 
that he alludesin the note which was written on 
the Thursday following. Had any such attack as 
afterward came been then opened 1 could not 
have voluntecred such an offer. When I received 
the letter it was amid these attacks, and it was 
these that made it hard for me to comply with 
his wish and redcem my offer.” 

The following is the text of the letter referred 


to: 
New-York, Jan. 10, 1884. 

My DEAR Dr. NEwTon: In our brief inter- 
view the other day, you gave me an assurance 
which was, I am sure, as sincere on your part as 
it was unsolicited on mine. May [I venture 
to recall it to you? You know, as well 
as J, that in the matter of your course 
of Sunday afternoon sermons I have no power 
to silence you by any act or injunction which is 
merely my own; and you know, also, how thor- 
oughly persuaded I am that you are animated in 
a)] that you have said and dove in your ministry 
by a sincere desire to serve and help your fellow- 
men. But I am no less persuaded that the influ- 
ence of what you are now doing on Sunday after- 
noons is not suchas you yourself would wish, 
and that its results are both painful and harmful 
to an extent of which you have no knowledge. 

And s0 I ask you to stop, and remind you of 
your promise todoso. I do not approach you 
in any attitude of authority; it is doubtful 
whether, in view of all the circumstances of your 
own position and mine, I have any right to do so. 
Be that as it may, I have the best reason for believ- 
ing that you will heed this request of mine, and 
I will only add that if you need a reason to give 
your people for doing so, you are at perfect lib- 
erty to say that I have made it.

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GOV. SHERMAN’S MESSAGE. 
RECOMMENDING PROHIBITION AND THE SUB- 
MISSION OF WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 

Des Mornes, Iowa, Jan. 15.—The Govern- 
or’s message was presented to-day. Its chief 
points are the recommendations of radical pro- 
hibitory legislation and the submission of woman 
suffrage. The Governorisin favor of authoriz- 
ing the Railway Commission to enforce its de- 
cisions. Regarding woman suffrage he advises 
that the question be submitted at a special elec- 
tion, in order that it may be freed from the in- 
fluence of partisan politics, and thus receive 
an unprejudized vote. He adds: “Not caring 


here to express an opinion on the question 
itself, it is sufficient to say I am, as _ here- 
tofore, in favor of the submission of any 
question which is of important general 
interest.” The Governor favorsa law allowing 
semi-annual payment of taxes. He believes in 
charging the State taxes to counties as an abso- 
lute indebtedness; recommends the appointment 
of a State Veterinarian; advocates a reforma- 
tory for women; thinks one road master enough 
for each township, and that the road tax shoulda 
all be paid in money, and favors the State adopt- 
ing and publishing a series of elementary school 
books for the earlier instruction of children. 

The Governor agrees with the State Auditor in 
respect to the growing importance of the bank- 
ing interest. he Insurance Bureau he believes 
should be detached from the Auditor's office and 
placed in en the Superintendent of Banks, 
the officer to styled Commissioner of Banks 
and Insurance. Every individual banker and 
copartnership advertising to do a banking busi- 
ness should be made amenabie to the law gov- 
erning incorporated banks. The State Mining 
Inspector should be arbiter in misunderstand- 
ings between miners and operators in regard to 
srceens, &c. The law, he holds, should designate 
the size of the screen. When the ventilation of 
amine is found to be imperfect. he thinks the | 
Inspector should have the authority to close the 
mine until itis remedied. 


THE METHODIST CHURCH SOUTH. 
A REPORT AGAINST THE SALE OF INTOXI- 
CATING LIQUORS ADOPTED. 

NeEw-OrLEANS, Jan. 15.—The Louisiana 
Conference of the Methodist Church South has 
just finished its labors. ‘The venerable Bishop 
Kavanagh presided. Yesterday the session was 
enlivened by the presentation to the Bishop ofa 
gold-headed cane and basket of fiowers, the 
former from the clergy and the latter from the 
children, the occasion being the Bishop's eighty- 
seventh birthday. Just before the close of the 
proceedings the Committee on Temperance re- 


oe against legalizing the sale of intoxieating 
iquors. The report favored the enactment of pro- 
hibitory laws, and called on the women to organ- 
ize against the et evils of intemperance and 
appeal to the Legislature to prohibit by law 
the manufacture of all intoxicating beverages, 
except for medical, scientific, and sacramental 
purposes. One brother wanted to strike out the 
exception in favor of sacramental wine. Bishop 
Kavanagh said that he must caution the brothers 
against any fanatical and ill-considered zeal. 
Wine had been ordained to be used in the sacra- 
ment of the Supper of Faith by the Lord himself. 
He had made wine also, and it had been pro- 
nounced good wine. It had been claimed that 
the wine Christ used and spoke of was not a fer- 
mented, spirituous liquor, but there is not a 
shadow of evidence to that effect. There is no 
shadow of doubt that the wine of Scripture was 
the fermented juice of the grape. He, the Bishop, 
was as fully alive as my A man could be to the evil 
influence wrought by the intemperate use of in- 
toxicating drinks, but he was opposed to that 
blind zeal without knowledge that would banish 
Christ from the temperance socicties. The report 
on temperance was finally adopted.

PICKEREL AND BASS FISHING. 
CLOSE OF THE SPEARING SEASON ON CHAU- 
TAUQUA LAKE. 

JAMESTOWN, N. Y., Jan. 15.—To-morrow 
the fishing season on Chautauqua Lake will 
close, and no more pickerel or bass can be taken 
from its waters until the Ist of June. The sea- 
son the past Fall and Winter has not been a good 
one. It is estimated that in a good season 40,000 
pounds of pickerel and bass are taken from the 
lake. The manner of doing the work isto cuta 
hole three or four inches in diameter through the 
ice and spear the fish through this. A transporta- 
ble house about big enough to hold two persons 
is drawn over the hole and hercin the 
patient spearman sits and watches the hole 
for hours at a_ time. No fish. will 
— beneath the . hole if a ray of 
ight penetrates the house, and the only means 
of gaining warmth is by a smal! sheet-iron affair 
in which charcoal is burned. Even if a member 
of the finny tribe glides beneath the hole the 
spearsman’s eye must be quick and his thrust 
true to insureacapture. Frequently a spears- 
man will sit for days consecutively in one of 
these houses without making a strike. Still 
there are at least 500 houses on the frozen surface 


of the lake every season filled mostly by farmers 
and men who have little regular employment in 


cold weather. 


The more successful of the fishermen earn fair 
wages by the occupation, as the fish are highly 
prized in Eastern and oil region markets, and the 
price obtained is from 15 to 25 cents per pound. 
The wholesale despoliation of the lake in the 
Winter renders the catch in the Summer corre- 
spondingly small, and an effort will be made at 
the next session of the Board of Supervisors to 
prohibit the taking of fish from the lake by 
spears.

A PROMISING COLORED CADET. 

POUGHKEEPSIE, Jan. 15.—The semi-annual 
examination of the different classes at West 
Point having been concluded, the general stand- 
ing of each member of the Fourth Class will soon 
be made public. In thisclass is the last colored 
cadet admitted into the academy, John Hanks 
Alexander. Heis making a better record than 
any colored cadet ever admitted. His class origi- 
nally numbered 122, but resignations, deficien- 
cies, &c., have cut the number down to 90, and 
among this 90 Aiexander stands third in French 
and his general standing is 65. Adjt. Eli Hoyle 
speaks of him as ‘“‘asplendid scholar, getting 
along finely.”” The Adjutant was asked how the 
boy was treated by the other cadets. He replied 
that, while the officers in the post in no way 
interfere or indicate to the white cadets 
the course \ they - must pursue’ toward 
the colored cadet, they had ~ noticed 
with feelings of satisfaction that the colored 
cadet so deported himself as to win the esteem of 
many of the corps. He seems to know his place, 
not as a colored cadet, butsimply asa cadet, with 
no more nor no less privileges than the other 
cadets, and does nothing of an intrusive charac- 
ter. This has won him respect from those who 
have always been strongly opposed to the admis- 
sion of the colored man to West Point, and kind- 
ly feelings from members of his own class. He 
has been given to understand —— that merit 
alone will be taken into consideration, and that 
color will not be thought of when the time comes 
to mark him either up or down in his studies, 
The old Professors at the post declare that Alex- 
ander studies very hard, and that if his health re- 
mains good he will without doubt graduate with 


high honors. 
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BISHOP DOANE'S SUGGESTIONS. 

Troy, N. Y., Jan. 15.—The sixteenth an- 
nual Convention of the Episcopal Diocese of Al- 
bany opened in this city to-day, Bishop Doane 
presiding. There was a large attendance. In 
his address the Bishop said he had decided to 
allow the clergy to test the alterations in the re- 
vised book of prayer by the introduction of some 
of the a into the Lenten services. He 
trusted that the change in the office of matri- 
mony would tend to check the appalling fre- 
quency of divorces. He advised ministers not 
to seek popularity by giving husks of rhetoric, 
but to give the bread and water of truth. He 
was sorry that the General Convention had omit- 
ted to do some things, one being to remedy the 
disproportion of the representation in the House 
of Deputies. The matter of the claim of the Dio- 
cese of Albany to a portion of the episcopal 
fund held by the Diocese of New-York was dis- 
cussed, and the committee heretofore appointed 
te attend to the matter was continued.

WAS YOUNG NUTT INSANE? 
UPON THE ANSWER TO WHICH QUESTION 
DEPENDS HIS LIFE. 

PrttssurG, Penn., Jan. 15.—The interest 
in the Nutt murder trial was unabated this 
morning. The court-room was densely packed. 
Senator Voorhees was present, and had frequent 
consultations with the other counsel for the 
defense. Mrs. and Miss Nutt occupied seats be- 
side the prisoner. They were dressed in mourn- 
ing and were deeply veiled. Young Nutt elected 
to be tried ** by God and hiscountry.” District 
Attorney Johnson opened the case for the 
prosecution. About 30 witnesses were examined. 
An attempt was made to offset the pleaof emo- 
tional insanity, which the defense will set up, by 
showing the killing was premeditated. To this 
end nearly all the questions were directed. 
The most notable testimony in support of 
this position was that of Johnny Mesmere, 


who is only 9 years old. Other witnesses 
had testified that young Nutt had practiced pis- 
tol shooting for some time before the murder. 
This was corroborated by the boy witness, who 
said that on the afternoon of the day of the kill- 
ing he was at Nutt’s house playing with Willie 
Nutt, a boy of his own age. He saw_and 
heard some shooting done. He saw Jim Nutt 
shooting ata board with his Uncle Steve. The 
board wasavainst the carriage-house door, which 
is part of the stable. They were two or three 
yards away. Some other man the boy did not 
know was with Nutt and his uncle. They had 
two pistols. Both men used the same nis- 
tol. After they got through shooting 
Jim went into the house and his uncle 
Steve went home. “ Uncle Steve told James not 
to fail,” said the boy. “ He said it just before he 
left... This was all that. witness heard. James 
Nutt was on the porch at the time his uncle 
spoke to him. The boy’s story was told without 
a break, and he was not cross-exarhined. 

The killing isnot denied bythe defense, but 
they deny that it was premeditated, or that the 
prisoner practiced target-shooting to make his 
aim at Dukes the surer. They will make an at- 
tempt to break down this testimony. The evi- 
dence of the other witnesses went to show that 
young Nutt was in his right mind just before 
and immediately after the killing. The counsel 
for the defense regret that Judge Stowe has de- 
cided that no evidence in regard to Dukes being 
armed will be admitted. Mr. Playford endesv- 
ored several times to get some evidence of this 
kind before the jury, but he could not do it, 
owing to the prompt objection of Mr. Patterson. 
The prosecution practically closed their case this 
eveing as faras testimony is concerned. They 
will call two or three witnesses in the morning 1f 
they are in the city. The real struggle will begin 
when the defense opens to-morrow. The court 
adjourned at 3:30 to give counsel for the defense 
time to consult and fix upon a line of proceed- 
ings. 

Senator Voorhees and Major Brown, of the de- 
fense, express themselves well pleased with what 
took place to-day. They say the prosecution in 
admitting some of the testimony proved just 
what the defense wanted. They allowed the 
witnesses to tell how James Nutt told the police 
officers that he shot Dukes because he could not 
help it. In other words, the prosecution has 
shown the existence of emotional insanity, or an 
uncontrollable desire to kill, which will be the 
line of defense. It is said by lawyers who 
are not connected with the case that this was al- 
most a fatal blunder.

THE WHALE FISHERY. 
A SEASON OF LOSS AND DISCOURAGEMENT 
REPORTED. 

NEW-BEDFORD. Mass., Jan. 15.—The past 
year was one of loss to those engaged in the 
whale fisheries, and the results were discourag- 
ing. The failure of the arctic season, with the 
smal] catches in other localities, has been the 
cause of the trouble. The fleet now numbers 125 
vessels of all classes hailing from Atlantic ports, 
against 138 a year ago, and 19 from San Francis- 
co, against 8 last year. The number of vessels 
engaged in sperm whaling has been consid- 
erably reduced, owing to the low prices 
of oil, while, on account of the value 
of whalebone, agents are inclined to send 
most of their vessels to the Arctic Ocean and 
other right whale regions. The indications point 
to a steady decrease in the number of versels sail- 
ing from Atlantic ports, and pomee a small in- 
crease in the number sailing from San Francisco 
for the Arctic Ocean. Sperm whaling continues 
to decline, and no catches of any amount were 
made during the year, except a few in the Atlan- 
tic Ocean and two or three off Patagonia. The 
number of ships and barks now in that fishery at 
fea is 48, most of which will tollow right whaling 
during half sdf i 

The continued low price of oil will soon pre- 
vent the business being followed to any great ex- 
tent. Right whaling has been unfortunate and 
the season in the Northern Pacific, owing to the 
errenee of ice and bad weather, was a failure. 

hirty-eight vessels cruised there, three of which 
were lost, and the remaining 35 averaged 274 bar- 
rels of oiland 4,350 pounds of bone each. The 
southern right whalers were not so fortu- 
nate as in previous years, and their gencral suc- 
cess was moderate. The purchase of sperm oil 
for consumption during the year amounted to 23,- 
000 barrels of whale oil, and of whale-bone 376,- 
000 pounds, ail being bought at Atlantic ports, 
besides the purchases at San Francisco of all 
their importations and quite an amount of oil 
and bone belonging to New-Bedford vessels. Of 
the 144 vessels now engaged in the whale fishery, 
94 belong to the district of New-Redford,7 to 
Edgartown, 12 to Provincetown, 4 to Boston, 6 
to New-London, and 2 to Stonington. The re- 
mainnig 19 hail from San Francisco. The larg- 
est number of vessels ever employed in whaling 
at one time was 668, in 1854. The present year's 
figures are the lowest in 34 years. Fifteen New- 
Bedford vessels are now at sea, and due during 
the present year, and 19 will be included in the 
North Pacific whaling fleet of 1884.

IN COLLISION WITH A STEAM-SHIP. 

NorFOLK, Va., Jan. 15.—The British bark 
Matilda C. Smith, from Rotterdam for New- 
York, with a cargo of kerosene barrels and rags, 
has put in here for repairs. She reports that last 
Thursday night, during bright moonlight, when 
450 miles south-east of Cape Henry.she was run 
into by the British steam-ship J. M. Lockwood, 
from the Mediterranean, with iron ore for Phila- 
deiphia. The bark lost her head framing, spars, 
and gear, and her foremast and maintopgallant- 
mast, beside damaging her mainmast and sails. 
The Lockwood staid by the bark all night and 
did everything possible to render assistance. On 
the following morning she took her in tow and 
brought her into Hampton Roads. The second 
officer of the steamer was on watch at the time 
of the collision. He reported that no one on 
board saw the bark until the accident occurred, 
The steamer had her quarter rail carried away, 
and sustained damage to her main rigging. She 
proceeded on her voyage.

MR. KELLAND’S MURDERER. 
A YOUTH WHO HAS BEEN RUINED BY DIME 
NOVEL READING. 

MARLBOROUGH, N. Y., Jan. 15.—It has 
been discovered here that the Sheriff of Ulster 
County, his corps of constables, and a small 
army of amateur detectives have been looking 
for the wrong man in their search for the mur- 
derer of the Kingston saloon-keeper, Edwin Kel- 
land. The story of how the real criminal fur- 
nished himself with an alias, coolly appropriated 
another youth’s name as his own, and then de- 
liberately planned and carried out a cold-blooded 
murder for a watch and chain, a séuit of 
clothes, and less than $100 in money reads 
like a chapter from one of the dime 
novel detective stories of the day. The 
name of the murderer is William Willet, of 
Chicopee Falls, Mass., and he is but little more 
than a big boy in appearance, and one whose 
moral nature seems to have been wholly per- 
verted by reading dime novels. Willet made his 
first ¥ ig oye along the Hudson Valley on 
June J, 1883, and it was in this town that he 
schemed and planned exploits to be carried out 
in the future. He came here with a gang of 
men on board of one of the Poughkeepsie 
Transportation Company’s propellers as a 
berry picker. These boats every Summer 
bring hundreds of boys, youths, and men here to 
work in the strawberry and raspberry “* patches.” 
Willet, in pickers’ parlance, “struck” Marlbor- 
ough June 1. He loitered around town for a day 
until he met Patrick Barry. who owns a small 
fruit farm here. Barry's berries were then far 
from being ripe, but, nevertheless, he hired Wil- 
let “to do chores” for his board and shelter in 
the barn until June 12, when the first picking 
began. Mr. Barry stated to-day that Willet 
worked steadily until July 4, when he became in- 
toxitated and acted cross and ugly. Mr. Barry 
discharged him, and Willet went to New-York. 


Every time Mr. Barry started from his farm to | 


come to the business purt of the town, he says, 
Willet always asked him to get three or four 
five-cent *“ blood and thunder novels.” Willet 
would lie for hours awake in the barn, when he 
should have been asleep, reading the stories. 
After being discharged from Barry’s employ 
Willet remained in New-York two days and then 
returned to Marlborough. He found employ- 
ment on the farm of Eli Harcourt, who says that 


for reading flash literature. In four weeks’ 
time he purchased and read 15 five-cent noveis. 
His whole frame would be in a tremor 
of excitement and his eyes would 

listen while holding one of the Jesse 

ames series in his hand. In the early Fall Mr. 
Harcourt discharged him. Shortly before he 
left Mr. Harcourt’s employ Willet obtained 
board fora short time at the house of Sidney 
Barnhart, at West Marlborough, who owns a 
small elgg d store there. While there, it is evi- 
dent, he concocted several plans of the Jesse 
James order, and he made the acquaintance of 
two youths named Crosby, one of whom up till 
yesterday was supposed to be the murderer of 
Saloon-keeper Kelland. 

The Crosby boys are cousins, both are named 
Charles, both are about the same height, 
age, and general appearance, and both were 
born and brought up in the vicinity of 
West Marlborough. Villet made the ac- 

uaintance of William Crosby’s boy 
charles first, and subsequently with Charles 
Crosby’s son Charles. He filled the heads of 
both lads with all sorts of monsense that 
he had read or imagined, and then when he con- 
cluded to leave Marlborough for good he ex- 
changed clothing and sachels with Crosby boy 
No. 1,and then proposed and did go off on a tramp 
in the night time with Crosby boy No. 2. Wil- 
let and Crosby No.2obtained work driving mules 


on the Delaware and Hudson Canal, and when | 


the canal-boat on which they were employed 
“Jaid up” at Rondout, Crosby No.2 returned to 
his home at West Marlborough, where Croshy 
No. 1 had been nearly all thetime since his cousin 
and namesake had been gone. Willet walked 
up town from Rondout to Kingston, assumed 
the name of Charles Crosby, and finally ob- 
tained work as a general utility boy in Kel- 
land’s saloon. 
his employer in cold blood has already been told 
in the columns of THE TIMES. The fact that there 
are two Charles Crosbys in this town and that 
one of them exchanged clothing with Willet 
caused the oflicers to look for the wrong man for 
a week. 

At the inquest held on Kelland last night in 
Kingston a number of witnesses testified that 
Willect, alias Crosby, was a constant reader of 
trashy newspapers and stories. Willet is a 
weaver by trade, and he has a number of 
brothers and sisters in gras no Falls and Spring- 
field, Mass. His idea of exchanging clothes with 
one Crosby and then going off with another 
secms to have been planned in advance and was 
not done on the spur of the moment. When 
Willet was discharged by Mr. Barry he aaid he 
did not intend “ to go home to Springfield until 
late in the Fall,” and when he did Mr. Barry 
* could just bet his life he would have a nobby 
suit of clothes, a gold watch and chain, and con- 
siderable * chink.’ ” 

The murder of Mr. Kelland creates intense ex- 
citement throughout Ulster County. District 
Attorney A. T. Clearwater has been untiring in 
his efforts to bring the guilty party to justice.

A PRIEST BURNED TO DEATH. 
ONLY HIS BLACKENED BONES FOUND IN THE 
RUINS OF THE PRESBYTERY. 

New-Or.EAns, La., Jan. 15.—Yesterday 
afternoon the body of the late Father Coustarot, 
a Catholic priest, was brought to this city from 
Houma station. His death was the result of an 
accident which occurred at 4 o’clock Sunday 
morning, and which also destroyed the presby- 
tery of the parish church at Bayou du Large, in 
the Parish of Terrebonne. How it occurred will 
probably never be known. Whether it was an 
accident or the work of an incendiary who set 


the house on fire to destroy the evidences of 
crime cannot be said. The presbytery was sit- 
uated about 25 yards from the residence of one 
of the priest’s communicants, and last Saturday 
night he visited his neighbor and remained until 
8 o'clock, when he returned home. He had writ- 
tena letter to the Archbishop here, informing 
him that he would bo in the city on Monday, 
(yesterday,) and after leaving his neighbor's 
house he busied himself in packing his trunk. 
After his evening devotions he retired and wus 
not seen again alive. 
* At 4 o’clock the neighbor at whose house 
Father Coustarot had passed his last evening 
was awakened from a sound sleep by the roar of 
flames, the crackling of burning wood, and the 
fall of timbers. He rose, and going to a window 
which looked toward the presbytery discovered 
fire darting out of its doors and windows. Hasti- 
ly donning his clothes, he ran to the door of the 
burning house, but was drived back by the heat 
and smoke. He then ran around toa window 
near which he knew the bed of Father Coustarot 
was situated. He broke in the sash, and 
reaching in dragged out the mattress and 
bed clothes, which were on fire. Nothing, 
however, could be seen of Father Coustarot. 
The opening of the window gave impetus 
to the flames, and, being again driven back by 
the heat and smoke, he rushed back to his house, 
saturated a blanket with water, and, throwing it 
over himself, with others residing in the neigh- 
borhood similarly arrayed, made his way into the 
room. In one corner, surrounded by fire and in- 
accessible to human aid, sat the priest, his head 
bowed down and resting on his hands. His par- 
ishioners made a last despairing effort to reach 
him, but failed. To save their own lives they 
were compelled to retreat and leave Father 
Coustaroc to his fate. They believed that he was 
dead when they entered, for he made no move- 
ment and his hair was singed from his head and 
his clothing on fire. Powerless to extinguish the 
fire, they were compelled to stand idly by and 
see the ae destroyed by the tlames. 
; When the ruins had n thoroughly searched 
yesterday morning, and the still smoking débris 
ad been removed from the spot where Father 
Coustarot had been seen sitting, a few blackened 
and charred bones were found, and reverently 
gathered together and placed in acasket. The 
ceremonies of the church were performed at 
Houma, at 11 o’clock that morning, after which 
the remains were placed in charge of Father 
Wienard, who caused them to be conveyed to the 
Archbishop's residence in this city. and they were 
interred to-day. Father Coustarot was born 
in Southern France, and was about 30 years of 
age. He wasa secular priest, and had been for 
some time parish priest at Bayou du Large.

REVOLT IN A MEDICAL COLLEGE. 
EIGHT PROFESSORS AND ALL THE STUDENTS 
WITHDRAW FROM THE INSTITUTION. 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 15.—For some time the 
condition of the St. Louis College of Physici 
which had a Faculty of 11 Professors and 73 
students, has been shaky on account of a very 
strong feeling of distrust pervading the Pro- 
fessors and students which has been engendered 
by the joint action of the Board of Trustees and 
the Dean of the Faculty in opposing all attempts 
on the part of the Faculty and students to have 
some little say inthe college management. The 


college was started five years ago under the 
auspices of prominent Democratic politicians, 
and Col. James O. Broadhead, now member of 
Conquems from St. Louis, was elected President, 
and William Hyde, editor of the Republican, Vice- 
President, while almost all the other Directors 
are shining lights in the local Democratic fold. 

The attempt to combine pathology and politics 
has been unsuccessful from the beginning, and 
while the Dean of the Faculty, Dr. Bauer, and{Dr. 
Hazard, a medical member of the Executive 
Committee, have drawn their salaries regularly, 
the other Professors have been put off from time 
to time with unwritten promises to pay. This, 
together with a lordly way the Directors had 
of disregarding any request made by the 
Faculty or students, has led to open revolt. 
Yesterday eight of the Professors and all the 
students struck, and to-day the Faculty consists 
of three doctors and five students, whom they 
have persuaded toreturn to their studies. The 
college is burdened with a debt of $7,000, and un- 
less some compromise is reached within a day or 
two the institution will go under. The trouble 
is aggravated by the fact that both the President 
and Vice-President of the college are at present 
in Washington.

EVENTS IN THE METROPOLIS 


MR. DELMONICO’S FUNERAL. 
TO BE HELD sT ST. LEO’S CHURCH—NOTH- 
ING KNOWN AS TO THE WILL. 

The body of Charles Delmonico rested in 
the front parlor of his late residence, No. 229 
West Fourteenth-street, yesterday, with a can- 
felabra, holding 13 burning candles, anda cruci- 
fix, with the figure of the Saviour, standing at the 
head. The bell of the door was muffied, and no- 
body but W. T. A. Hart, the undertaker, and his 
assistants, were allowed to look at the dead man. 
Mr. Delmonico’s face was still discolored by the 
blood which rushed to his head while Jying in the 
gully on the Orange Mountain, but the natural 
color was fast returning. A number of the per- 
sona! friends of Mr. Delmonico called at the house 
during the day to console the bereaved sister, 
who was almost prostrated by the shock of her 
brother's death. Some were admitted, but most 
of them contented themselves with leaving their 
cards and messages of sympathy. 

The arrangements for the funeral were com- 

leted yesterday afternoon. The body will be 
Eestenes in a coffin of red Spanish cedar covered 
with black cloth. The plate and handles will be 
ot oxydized metal and the latter will be covered 
with silk. On the plate will be the simple inscrip- 
tion: “ Charles Delmonico. Born November, 1839. 
Died January, 1834." A private funeral ser- 
vice will be held at the house at ¥ o'clock 
to-morrow morning, to which nobody will 
be admitted except the relatives and most 
intimate friends of the dead restaurateur. 
From the house the body will be con- 
veyed to St. Leo's Church, in Twenty-eighth- 
street, between Fifth and Madison avenues, 
where a high mass will be celebrated at 9:30 
o'clock. The celebrant of the mass will be the Rev. 
Father Ducey, Pastorof the church, who will be 
assisted by the Kev. John Riordan, the Rev. 
Father Dealy, President of Fordham College, the 
Rev. F. Langlois, the Rev. Fathers Healy and 
McClosky, and the Rev. Father McKinnon, of 
the Jesuit Fathers. After the mass the body will 
be taken to the old cathedral, in Mott-street, and 
interred in the Delmonico family vault. 

The property lett by Mr. Delmonico is variously 
estimated at from $1,500,000 to $3,000,000 by his 
friends. The income of the four restaurants is 
between $100,000 and $200,000. On July 16, of last 

ear, articles of incorporation were filed for the 

2lmonico Company, the incorporators of which 
were Walter R. H. Hardingham, James E. Bedell, 
Francis E. Parker, 8S. Hanford, and James Hep- 
enstall, Jr. The capital stock of this company 
was fixed at $250,000, divided into 2,500 shares of 
$100 each, and the purpose 1s stated in the papers 
to be to purchase, lease, and operate hotels in 
this City and elsewhere. Charles Delmonico, 
Peter Townsend Barlow, and James C, Hull were 
made Trustees to manage the business of the 
new company for the first year, but no business 
has thus far been done, and none of the stock of 
the company has been issued. Mr. J. M. Mora 
said yesterday, when asked about the Delmonico 
Company, that it was formed with the sole pur- 
»0se of securing a charter to use the name of 

elmonico. 1f the heirs now saw fit to sell the 
good-will of the estate, say for a half million 
dollars or so, the company might go and engage 
in business, possibly with a capital of $1,000,000. 
Nothing definite, however, could be said on this 
point at present. 

It is certain that Mr. Delmonico madea will 
about two years ago, but nothing is known of 
its contents, except generally that it provides 
liberally for his relatives. Mr. 8S. L. M. Barlow, 
who prepared the document, says that he has 
had no time to examine it,and that he cannot 
remember positively who are the Executors. 
He thinks, however, that they are Miss Rosa 
Delmonico, the sister,and Charles D, Crist, the 
nephew cf Mr. Delmonico. Asthe will was made 
et a time when there was no question of the 
soundness of mind of the testator, it is believed 
that it will hold goodin law. It will probably 
be offered for probate on Friday. The four Del- 
monico restaurants will be closed during the 
hours of the funeral services to-morrow.

THE WORST BOY IN TOWN. 
WELL-KNOWN AS A PROFESSIONAL BURGLAR 
AT TEN YEARS OF AGE, 

“That boy is not much over 10 years old 
ynd he’s been a professional burglar for four 
years,” said Justice Patterson yesterday. at the 
Jefferson Market Police Court, to Charity Com- 
missioner Porter, as he pointed to a small lad with 
a bright, intelligent face, who stood at the bar, 
charged with burglary. ‘“ He’s an incorrigible 
thief, and he has been arrested four times for 
burglary.” 

The lad thus commented on hasa remarkable 
history. Hisnameis George Harriman, and he 
lives at No. 412 West Twenty-sixth-street. He is 
en attendant at the West Thirtieth-street public 
echool, when he is not playing truant. His 
father drives a night hack on Sixth-avenue. The 
jad has a bright face, light hair, and pretty hazel 
eyes. Heis an apt scholar, reads fluently, and 
writes an excellent hand. Four years ago, when 
he was less than 7 years old, he was arrested with 
an older accomplice. They had been de- 
tected robbing a store on the west side 
of the City. George was put through 
the fanlight over the door, and then he let in his 
confederate. Both were on trial in the Court of 
General Sessions. The elder burglar was con- 
victed and sent to Sing Sing for five years, but 
the boy was discharged. Itis suspected that since 
that time he has participated in a number of 
burglaries by concealing himself in stores and 
buildings and admitting confederates dur- 
ing the night. A _ little over two years 
ago he was. arrested for a robbery at 
No. 25 West Thirty-fourth-street. He 
sneaked into the house through the area gate, 
which had been left open, and going up stairs 
took possession of some jewelry and clothing, 
with which he escaped. Owing to the tender age 
of the culprit the people who were robbed de- 
clined to make complaint against him. Shortly 
after, the lad was again arrested forstealing a set 
of pool balls from the residence of Dr. E 
Hoffman, Dean of the Theological Seminary, No. 
426 West Twenty-third-street. The boy slipped 
his hands through the bars of the area gate, drew 
back the catch, and entered the house in that 
way. When arraigned at the Court of Special 
Sessions he admitted his guilt and was sent io the 
Juvenile Asylum. Justice Patterson was one 
of the Judges who imposed this sentence. After 
remaining in the asylum one year he was re- 
leased through the interposition of his father. 

Patrolman Minnerly, of the Twentieth Pre- 
cinct, arrested the lad in both the last mentioned 
cases. Yesterday afternoon, while the same of- 
ficer was on duty on Eighth-avenue, he was 
summoned to the house of Mr. Andrew Shauny, 
a real estate agent, at No. 311 West Thirty- 
second-street,.by the report that there wasa 
thief there. When the policeman entered the 
house he was surprised to see Harriman in the 
main hall in the grasp of two young women. 
While the family were at dinner in the front 
basement, between 12 and 1 o’clock, the lad 
squeezed his hand through the bars of the area 
gate, unfastened the spring latch, and entered 
the house. He ascended tothe second floor un- 
observed and ransacked the bureau drawers and 
wardrobe, selecting several silk dresses and other 
articles of wearing apparel, which he laid out on 
the bed, preparatory to tying them up intoa 
bundle for removal. In taking the articles out of 
the wardrobe, he was compelled to standona 
chair to reach them. The noise he made 
in moving about attracted the attention 
of the family, and a sisterof Mr. Shauny went up 
Ftairs to see what was the matter. The youthful 
thief doubtless heard the woman coming, for 
when she reached the hall he was standing there 
evidently looking for an avenue of escape. He 
dashed past her and down the stairs to the front 
door. e failed to get the door open, however, 
and he was no ag me by the two women. At the 
Jefferson Market Police Court he was committed 
for trial without bail. He made no statement in 
relation to the charge against him.

THE MURDERED HOP LEE. 
THE CORONER FINDING DIFFICULTY IN OB- 
TAINING ANY LIGHT UPON THE CRIME. 

° The two indigo-clad: Mongolians who 
were arrested in connection with the murder of 
the Chinese laundryman, Hop Lee, at No. 17 Clin- 
ton-street, were brought before Coroner Martin 
yesterday afternoon. Their faces wore the same 
impenetrable look of stupidity as before, and it 
was only by an occasional yawn that they mani- 
fested existence. Loo Foon and Wah Lee are at 
present the names these men are supposed to 
bear. Charlie T. Ling, from the Chinese Legation, 
was present as interpreter, and Mr. William C. 
Beecher acted as counsel for the Chinamen. A 


number ot German witnesses from Clinton- 
street were summoned, and as they under- 
stood no more of the English language than 
did the Chinamen, it was necessary to se- 
cure the’ services of Mr. Emil Kosmak to in- 
terpret their utterances. One or two of the 
jury attempted to address the Germans in their 
vernacular, but the result was a complete fail- 
ure. The Germans smiled provokingly at the 
questions, and the jury decided that the witness- 
es could not speak the pure Hanoverian lan- 
guage. The whole testimony was procured with 
the utmost difficulty, and the interpreters them- 
celves were not as clear as they might have been. 
Detective Sullivan said that be had diligentiy 
searched the surroundings of the case since he 
made his last statement, and that he had found 
nothing further. “1 have no idea of any thing 
that I could work up for fresh evidence,” he 
said, “so 1 don’t know that it would be right to 
hold these two men. You will never get any 
further information about it. The Chinese all 
stick to one another, and there are no Careys 
among them. I have made inquiriesin a number 
of Chinese places, but it is impossible to get the 
faintest clue from any of them.” 

Mr. Roth,a butcher, of No. 18 Clinton-street, 
exactly opposite the laundry of the deceased, 
testified that he had seen a young Chinaman in 
Hop Lee's shop on two occasions. He could not 
recognize this man in either of the prisoners. 
He had sent his employe, Daniel Englander, to 
the laundry at 2 o’clock on Sunday afternoon, 
the day previous to the discovery of the murder, 
and given him money to pay tor the washing. 
Englander was called. e uttered the word 
“nein” so vigorously and with such frequency 
that the jury started from their seats each time. 
He denied that he had been to the laundry on 
Sunday at2 o'clock. He said that Roth had sent 
him there at 12 o’clock. He had received the 
clothes and paid the money to an elderly China- 
man such as the dead Hop Lee. He said he had 
never told the detectives that he had seen two 
menin the shop at thetime. His evidence was 
contradictory and his manner seemed to excite 
suspicion. “I thought at the time,” said Coro- 
ner Martin, “that this German knew more about 
the matter than he had told the detectives. Iam 
quite confident that this man does not speak the 
truth, and so is Detective Snllivan. I wish we 
had committed him.” Englander landed in this 
country about two months ago and speaks no 
English. 

Little Daniel Zimmerman, of No. 17 Clinton- 
street, was thensummoned. He had always been 
on very intimate terms with the Chinaman, and 
was very fond of him. He used to keep the boys 
in Clinton-street from breaking Hop Lee’s win- 
dows. He had seen a Chinaman in the laundry 
about a week before the murder, and Hop Lee 
had told him that he was his brother. “There he 
is,’ said the little boy, pointing to Wah Lee, who 
blinked in return. “Iam quite sure of that. I 
saw him one week before the Sunday preceding 
the murder. On Monday morning, just before 
the murder was discovered, this man came to me 
and asked me where Hop Lee was. I told him I 
did not know. He tried to get in at the door, and 
then went away.” 

Several other witnesses repeated the statements 
they had previously made, and Loo Foon was 
about to be examined, when the Coroner said 
that another interpreter ought to be obtained,, 
who had no connection with these Chinese. He 
cast no refiection upon the veracity of Mr. Ling, 
but he wanted some one who was not identified 
with Chinamen. “ These Chinamen are all too 
much connected,” said Coroner Martin. “The 
one who took me round to the various laundries 

ave the alarm wherever we went.” Mr. Beecher, 
he counsel for the Chinamen, made a vigorous 
protest against this remark, and then the case 
was adjourned until Thursday atlo'’clock. In 
the meantime, endeavors will be made to procure 
another interpreter. 
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THE DEAD-LOCK LIKELY TO LAST. 
ALDERMAN KIRK CONFIDENT THAT NOTHING 
WILL BE DONE TO-DAY, 

“You may depend upon it,’ Aiderman 
Kirk remarked yesterday, “there will be no or- 
ganization of the board to-morrow.” 
didate of the Tammany faction for the Presi- 
dency of the board was emphatic in his assertion 
and he spoke as if he was master of the situation, 
or at least understood very thoroughly the wishes 
of the man whom he and his fellow-Aldermen 
are pleased to recognize as their master. He 
smiled broadly when asked for particulars con- 
cerning the equivalent which Mr. John J. O’Brien 
was to receive for his work among the Republi- 
can Aldermen. He intimated that Mr. O’Brien 


had not distinguished himself in the past by 
working for any one but himself. Mr. Kirk was 
satisfied that the Presidency of the board would 
not be conterred upon a Republican, no matter 
what consideration might be offered. An ar- 
rangement might be made by which the Chair- 
manship of the Finance Committee and a propor- 
tion of the minor patronage of the board would 
fall upon Republicans, but so far as he wasaware 
such a proposition had not been broached to the 
Tammany Aldermen. 

Mr. O’Brien moved about the City Hall yester- 
day in a mysterious kind of way, und was said to 
be exerting his influence among the Republicans 
to throw their votes for the Tammany candidate. 
Waite is understood to be likely to support Mr, 
Kirk, when the time comes for him to do so, but 
he isemphatic in his assertion that his action will 
be controlled by himself and not by outside in- 
terference. He argues that itis the duty of the 
Republicans to break the dead-lock, and he says 
he is inclined toward the Tammany faction, be- 
cause the County Democracy men have asserted 
publicly that they will have nothing whatever to 
do with the Republicans. Alderman Finck avowed 
his purpose to support Mr. Kirk at the caucus of 
the Republicans on Monday. This gives Mr. Kirk, 
counting his own vote, 10 votes. A majority of the 
board is 12, supposing all are present; but 
a majority of the quorum is suffcient to elect. 
Therefore should three Republicans absent them- 
selves purposely, or through sudden illness, Mr. 
Kirk could be elected. Alderman O’Connor will 
not support the Tammany candidate under any 
circumstances. Neither will Alderman Pearson, 
although it is suggested that he might be induced 
to absent himself. Aldermen Rothman, Wendel, 
and Miller are counted upon to carry out Mr. 
O’Brien’s wishes either by voting for Mr. Kirk or 
absenting themselves from the chamber, but in 
the face of the fact that they, refused to comply 
with Mr. O'Brien's request on Monday it is difi- 
cult to see whereon the hope of the Tammany- 
ites is based. 

The County Democracy men are firm in their 
resolution to stick together even if they are to 
Le defeated. They say they cannot afford to 
make combinations with the Republicans, and 
while the Tammanyites exhibit excessive greed 
for spoils, they assert, the dead-lock will con- 
tinue so far as they are concerned.

| THE PRODUCERS DECIDE UPON A SLIGHT DE- 


THE CITY HALL STATION CONTEST. 
UNSUCCESSFUL NEGOTIATIONS BETWEEN 
BRIDGE AND RAILROAD MANAGERS. 

A motion will be made in the Supreme 
Court, before Judge Van Vorst, to-day, to have 
the case of the Brooklyn Bridge Trustees against 
the Manhattan Railway Company, relative to the 
removal of the City Hall station, put on the day 
calendar for immediate trial. William N. Dyk- 
man, of Bergen & Dykman, counsel for the 


Trustees, was a little provoked yesterday. “* We 
dia think until recently,” he said, “that the 
railroad company meant to treat us fairly. But 
since Mr. Ottendorfer’s injunction was granted 
they have shown the cloven foot. The case must 
come to trial, and we shall ask that it be brought 
up immediately on the ground of pressing im- 
portance to public convenience.” 

**Has a statement of the Bridge Trustees’ po- 
sition in the matter ever been published ¢"’

| enges statement of the facts. The action against 

he elevated railroad company was begun in 
May, 1882. Atthat time the bridge was pretty 
wel) completed and we began to think about the 
terminals. We decided that we had a perfect 
right to tear down the City Hall station, and our 
engineers went thereto look over the ground. 
Then the railroad company got out an injunc- 
tion against us. Our motion to set it aside was 
refused, and, despite our protest, the arguments 
were postponed until June 29. That motion was 
held by Judge Lawrence until November, when 
he concluded that he had no right to decide the 
case, and the preiiminary injunction was allowed 
to stand. Then we noticed the case for trial and 
it went to the foot of the calendar. A motion to 

ut it at the head of the calendar was denied in 

ecember by Judge Van Vorst. This meanta 
year’s delay. Last April another motion was 
made, on the ground that the bridge would be 
opened within two months, and we must know 
our rights. The motion was granted and the 
case went on the da y, calendar.” 

“At that point,” continued Mr. Dykman, 
“we received an offer from the elevated railroad 
company to remove the station, and asking us 
to take the case from the day calender until 
terms could be agreed upon. We consented, and 
it was finally agreed that they should remove 
their station from the entrance to the bridge 
further up Chatham-strect, where it would not 
interfere with us. We were to have the 
privilege of taking down the steps and 
the columns and to use the structure 
for any purpose we saw fit. It was our 
intention to rearrange the colums so as not to 
interfere with surface traffic, and use the super- 
structure to carry our own railroad tracks to 
Chatham and Centre streets. We were to pay 
$5.000 for that part of the structure which we 
took, and they were to bear the rest of the ex- 
pense. The railroad company contracted with 
the Cornell Iron Company to do the work anda 
man was sent to make necessary measurements. 
Unfortunately he mistook a nephew of Oswald 
Ottendorfer for an employe and asked him 
how he could get down into the vaults. The 
young man told his uncle, and the result was 
another injunction, this time on the railroad 
company. This changed the situation of ing. 
of course, and the railroad company altered its 
tacticsin a minute.

that structure. The Trustees could not, of 
course, adopt any such proposition, and a com- 
mittee was appointed to consider what action 
should be taken. Upon their recommendation it 
was decided to push suit at once.” 

“Upon what does the railroad company base 
its claim to the ground 1t occupies?” 

“It claims that a commission appointed by the 
Governor and the Rapid Transit Commissioners 
gave it auihority to place the station there. We 
claim that by filing a map of the bridge in 1869 
and building accordingly we acquired the right 
to empty our passengers and teams at that point 
without obstruction. Any subsequent act in 
1875 can have no effect upon us.” 

Messrs. Deyo, Duer & Bauerdorf are counsel 
in the case for the elevated railroad company. 
Mr. Deyo said yesterday that the company estab- 
lished the City Hall station with permission of 
the Legislature, that the location had subse- 
quently been approved by the Court of Appeals, 
and that they felt confident of their ability to 
maintain it. Attempts had been make to come 
to an amicable arrangement with the Bridge 
Trustees, but he knew nothing of a definite agree- 
ment ever having been reached. 
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FIXING THE PRICE OF MILK. 


CREASE FROM LAST YEAR. 

Twelve gentlemen, representing the 
milk-producing interests of Orange, Sullivan, 
Delaware, and Sussex Counties and the Housa- 
tonic Valley, met at the Cosmopolitan Hotel yes- 
terday to fix the price at which milk will be sold 
to dealers forthe year beginning April1. The first 


meeting of the delegates was held at 11:30, Mr. W. 
P. Richardson, of Goshen, presiding. A committee 
was appointed to call upon the Directors of the 
Milk Exchange, (Limited,) of this City, and in- 
form them that the delegates would pleased 
to have the Exchange represented when the 
price of milk forthe year was fixed. At the 
meeting of the delegates after dinner the 
committee reported that the Directors of the 
Milk Exchange declined to appoint representa- 
tives to the convention of delegates. In the 
discussion whch followed Mr. Richardson 
said tbat the members of the Exchange 
had sought in every way to ruin the independent 
dealers, who had sustained the prices fixed 7 
the producers. The Exchange dealers, he said, 
had even put on a truck in Pavonia-avenue, Jer- 
sey City, from which they had sold a poor quality 
of milk at less than the price which good milk 
brought on the platform, thus cutting the busi- 
ness of independent dealers. Last year the deal- 
ers refused to help the producers make the price 
for the year, and this year they bad refused to 
even attend the meeting. Mr. Richardson re- 
viewed the work of the producers’ associations 
during the past year, and said that the quantity 
of skim milk which came into this City 
during 1883 was but little more than half of that 
which came in 1882. 

Doubts were expressed by one or two gentle- 
men as to the sufficiency of the notice of the 
meeting of the producers given to the Milk Ex- 
change, but the general sentiment was decidedly 
in favor of fixing the price then and there and 
having it over with. Dr. H. A. Pooler said that 
the aim of the producers had been to furnish 
New-York with pure milk and to “ break up the 
banditti who are robbing us and sow- 
ing the seeds of death among. con- 
sumers.”” Producers, he thought, must 
redeem _ their reputations, which had 
been blasted by the dealers. The producers had 
been charged by the dealers with furnishing im- 
pure milk, when such impurity as existed was 
really due to the adulterations of the creamery 
men and the dealers. An aggregate price of 41% 
cents for the year was proposed, but one of 4044 
cents was finally substituted. Upon this basis 
the following schedule was adopted: April, a4 
cents a quart; May, 244 cents; June, 2% 
cents; July and August, 3 cents; Septem- 
ber, 344 cents; October, 3& cents; November, 
4% cents; December an January, 4 cents, 
and February and March, 34% cents. This price is 
halfacent higher than that fixed by the pro- 
ducers last year. During the year, however, the 

~ailroads’ have reduced the freight on milk. On 
the Erie Koad this reduction amounts to 334 
cents a quart per year, and on the other railroads 
to8cents. The producers argue that after de- 
ducting the 4% cent advance asked by them, the 
dealers who take milk coming over the Erie Road 
will get it for 34% cents less than last year, and 
those who take milk coming over other railroads 
will get it for 24 cents less. The profits thus ac- 
cruing, they say, should at least be divided with 
the consumer, though that it will be they ex- 
press grave doubts. 

Members of the Mi!k Exchange said after the 
price was fixed yesterday afternoon that they 
should allow the law of supply and demand to 
govern the price they paid. When milk, under 
this law, was worth the price asked by the pro- 
ducers they would pay it. When it was not they 
would pay what it was worth and no more.

In spite of the coid and cheerless weather 
yesterday a large number of ladies and gentle- 
men witnessed the launching of the new coast sur- 
vey steamer, named after the late Superintendent 
of the Coast and Geodetic Survey, Carlile P. Pat- 
terson. The launch took place at James D. 
Leary’s ship-yard, at Williamsburg. Miss Katie 
Patterson, the daughter of the late Superin- 
tendent, christened the vessel with a gaily decked 
bottle of champagne. At 11 o’clock the steamer 
glided gracefully into the water, her arch of 
Stars and Stripes floating in the breeze, while the 
surrounding tugs uttered their usual melan- 
choly notes, indicative of welcome. Then every- 


body shook hands with everybody else and the 
ladies said that the launch was “ just too beauti- 
ful for anything.”” Among those present were 
Prof. J. E. Hilgard, Superintendent of the Sur- 
vey; Mr. W. B. Morgan, Disbursing Agent; Mr. 
Granger, Lieut. R. M. G. Brown, of the Alarm; 
Mrs. Miller, wife of the California Senator, an

The Carlile P. Patterson is destined to survey 
the coast of Alaska, the scheme tor the continu- 
ous survey of which was first planned by the late 
Superintendent. ihe new vessel isasteam pro- 
peller, barkentine rig. of 718 tons displacement, 
with double topsail yards. She is built of wood, 
by James D. Leary. The estimated rate of speed 
of the Patterson is 7 knots under steam. ‘The 
length ot the vessel is 160 feet, the breadth 2714 
feet, and the depth of hold is I feet 4% inches. 
‘Lhe draught of water forward is 1] feet, and aft, 
13 feet. It was under the direction of the pres- 
ent Superintendent, Prof. J. E. Hilgard, that the 
special appropriation of $100,000 for tne building 
of the vessel became available. The plans for 
construction were drawn under the direction of 
Mr. 8. H. Pook, United States Navy, from designs 
furnished by Commander C. M. Chester. Lieut. 
Richardson Clover, who is to be commander 
of the Patterson, supervised the construction 
of the hull. The frame of the vessel is of white 
oak, with tops of cedar. The planking and 
beams are of Georgia apc pine, the upper 
deck is of white and the main deck of yellow 
ne The Patterson has five water-tight bulk- 

eads, three of wood and two of iron. The ves- 
sel is diagonally braced with iron braces 3% 
inches wide and Kinch thick. The upper deck 
has a clearance of seven feet between decks. The 
standing rigging is of the best galvanized char- 
coaliron wire. Sheis to be furnished with two 
Herreschoff steam launches, two cutters, two 
whale-boats, anda dingy. The pilot-house is 
abaft the fore hatch, and the top of this house 
will be used by the observers when surveying. 
The cabin is just forward of the rudder, and has 
two state-rooms and bath-room. The warti-room 
is 88 feet 8 inches long, and has 12 state-rooms 
and a pantry. 

Forward of the wardroom is the deck-house, 
which is 62 feet long and 13 feet wide. Itis di- 
vided into an engine-room 8 feet 3 inches in 
length, a boiler and store-room 21 feet 3 inches in 
length, a galley of 8 feet, a forward pantry of 6 
feet, and a draughting-room of 12 feet. The 
berth deck is 22 feet long, and under this deck 
are 4 water-tanks, holding 2,500 gallons, and 7 
store-rooms under the cabin and ward-room, 
The Patterson has one fore and aft vertical com- 
age engine. ‘The cylinders are 17 and 31 inches 
n diameter, with 28-inch stroke. The boiler is 
made of Otis steel, and has a tensile strength of 
65,000 pounds per square inch. The tubes of the 
boiler are of wrought iron. The propeller is of 
cast iron, 8 feet in diameter, with four blades. 
The vessel will be manned by 13 officers and 40 
men, who will be detailed from the Navy Depart- 
ment. Her first sail for Alaska will be in the 
Spring, and it is expected that she will be ready 
eed active operations in the beginning of March,

TWO CHILDREN SUFFOCATED, 


FAGIN RETURNS HOME TO FIND HER 
ROOMS ON FIRE, 

Mrs. Charlotte Fagin left two of her 
children, John and Annie McDonald, 3 and 5 
years old, respectively, ina room on the third floor 
of the tenement-house at No. 194 Hamilton-ave- 
nue, Brooklyn, yesterday, while she took a third 
toschool, Before leaving the house Mrs. Fagin 
had started a fire in the stove and locked the 
door leading to her apartments. When she re- 
turned smoke was issuing from under the door

ing woolen stuff announced the fact that the 
place was on fire. 

In her excitement Mrs. Fagin could not find 
her key. She called to the children, and besought 
some of the neighbors to help her to break in the 
door. The latter, however, were too busy get- 
ting their own children out of the building and 
in saving their effects to pay much heed to the 
cries of the distracted woman. Jobn Gleason, 
of No. 8&8 Partition-stiect, however, went 
to her assistance, and he succeeded in 
entering a hali room of theapartments by break- 
ing through the window. He found both chil- 
dren lying on a bed. ~~ up the girl first 
and handed her out toa fireman. Then he took 
up the boy. The girl had been lying on her face 
and was dead when found. The boy had a part 
of the pillow thrust into his mouth, and wasalive 
when Gleason entered. The little fellow put his 
arms round Mr. Gleason’s neck, and his rescuer 
ran with all possible speed tothe nearest drug 
store. Every effort was made to save the child, 
but he died in a short time. The damage done 
by the fire was very slight. It is supposed that 
the children during their mother’s absence lit 
some peper at the stove, and that it set fireto the 
carpet.

CRITICS OF PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 


MR. BEECHER REPLIES TO ATTACKS ON HER 
CONGREGATIONALISM. 

The annual meeting of the New-York 
and Brooklyn Association of Congregational 
Churches was held yesterday morning in Ply- 
mouth Church, Brooklyn. The Rey. J. G. Rob- 
erts was selected Moderator, and the Rev. 8. W. 
Laidler was made Secretary. Mr. Beecher ad- 
dressed the association on the hostile criticisms 
which had been directed against Plymouth by 
other Congregational churches. After giving a 
brief review of his ministry since 1847, and allud- 
ing to the men who had gone out from Plymouth 


to organize other churches, he said: “It does me 
good to hear some of these churches, the 
brood of Plymouth Church, get up upon, their 
hind legs and accuse their mother of ‘being 
uncongregational. Why, 1 know some of these 
very same churches which make that accusa- 
tion against us which are at the same time 
overned themselves entirely by a committee. 
You send a communication to them, and it will 
be killed in the committee; the congregations 
will never hear of it. If I receive a blow, old 
humanity rises right up in me and I feel strong 
resentment, but it does not last. I think when 
calm again, ‘ What does it matterafter all. How 
trifling these little grievances will look when once 
my feet are on the golden pavement.’ ” 
Continuing, Mr. Beecher said that it was a dif- 
ferent thing when Plymouth Church was at- 
tacked. Plymouth Church had been left out in 
the cold and the great and persistent misrepre- 
sentation and slighting which she had received 
at the handsof some of her sisters and some of 
her own children hurt him more than he could 
tell. At the afternoon session addresses were 
made by the Rev. J. P. Newman, the Rev. Wil- 
liam Lloyd, the Rey. John W. Malcom, and
